The absence of a common language seems to United 
States Senator Newlands, of Nevada, to be one of the 
leading obstacles in the progress of the Filipinos toward 
ability for self-government. He was struck with the 
truth of this when’ he was in the Philippines. At a cele- 
bration in one of the islands, in honor of Mr. Taft, there 
was a procession and a banquet and a large gathering in 
the open, which Mr. Taft addressed, his speech being in- 
terpreted into Spanish, sentence by sentence, by a very 
skilful interpreter. It was a speech of rare power and 
dignity. Mr. Newlands observed that the audience did 
not respond to the sentiments expressed, and when he 
showed surprise he was told that the people in the gather- 
ing understood neither Spanish nor English. That 
brought the Senator to see the necessity of a common 
language for the islands. There is so wide a hatred of 
Spain and things Spanish among the natives that it is 
impossible to make Spanish the language of the peopie. 
The two leading races in the Archipelago are the Taga- 
logs and the Visayans, but they cannot understand each 
other, although they comprise one-half the population of 
the islands. 'To say that the Filipinos are as capable 
of self-government as the Cubans or the people of the 
Central or South American republics, the Senator thinks, 
is to overlook the fact that these peoples of the Western 
Hemisphere have a common language. Mr. Newlands be- 
lieves that the way to solve the problem of preparing 
the Filipinos for self-government is to get the 2,000,000 
children of the islands into schools where English is 
taught. Now only a quarter of that number are being 
educated in English, and when they come out of the 
schools their English is forgotten or vitiated in the babe} 
of dialects all around them. If all the children could 
be taught English for a period of only ten years the 
natives, would be on the highroad to a common language. 
Tle holds that the best efforts of the American officials 
in the Philippines should be directed now toward bring- 
ing about this result, and he has only the highest praise 
for the appreciation of the value of English education 
for the natives which was shown by the men of the 
American Army, who. as soon as the islands came under 
our control, set on foot a plan for the education of the 
natives, in many cases members of the Army doing duty 
as school teachers. Not until a common language is 
given to the islanders does the Nevada Senator think 
that the feuds between the tribes will cease and the 
concord necessary to self-government be established.

We note in Commodore W. H. Beehler’s otherwise ex- 
cellent article in the June Proceedings of the Naval In- 
stitute, on “The Navy and Coast Defense,” the following 
statement: “American policy is utterly opposed to con- 
quest of any territory beyond the seas. The acquisition 
is sincerely regretted by the American people, but its 
possession involves the duty to provide for its protection, 
and, having expended millions of wealth and sacrificed 
the lives of thousands of our citizens, we cannot shirk 
our responsibility to protect these islands until they can 
protect themselves.” The italics are Commodore Beeh- 
ler’s. We do not believe this digression upon the coun- 
try’s attitude toward the Philippines was at all essential 
to the proper elucidation of the problem of coast defense, 
and we feel that naval officers would do well to refrain 
from passing upon a strictly political question, at least 
from assuming to state the opinion of “the American 
people,” a pretty large class to attempt to speak for. It 
will be remembered that the campaign of 1900 turned 
largely upon the Philippines, and yet Mr. McKinley was 
overwhelmingly re-elected, and the noisy anti-imperialist 
school of Boston, which once made the air around Boston 
Common vocal with its protests, has subsided into a 


moribund condition. In that campaign an editorial ut- 
terance of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, in favor of 
executive control of the colonies, was seized upon by 
William J. Bryan, the Democratic candidate, as an evi- 
dence of the gulf of national destruction toward which 
our unfortunate country was rapidly hurrying. It was 
incorporated in the letter of the acceptance of Mr. Bryan, 
and orators rang all the changes possible on it on the 
stump from Maine to California. Mr. Bryan evidently 
counted on its arousing “the American people’’—the same 
people for whom Commodore Beehler assumes to speak— 
to a state of indignation and resentment toward the poli- 
cies of Mr. McKinley that would put the Democratic can- 
didate in the White House. But nothing of the kind 
happened, and the people, in a force that must surprise 
Commodore Beehler to-day, marched up to the ballot boxes 
and deposited their ballots for Major McKinley. 
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The report of the committee appointed by Governor 
Hughes to inquire into the methods of the New York 
Stock Exchange divides the patrons of the New York 
Stock Exchange into five groups—investors, manipula- 
tors, floor traders, who are supposed to have special ad- 
vantages over other traders; outside operators, who as a 
rule persist in larger ventures “till a serious or ruinous 
loss forces them out of the street,” and inexperienced 
persons, who act on interested advice, “tips,” advertise- 
ments in newspapers or circulars sent by mail, or “take 
flyers” in absolute ignorance, and with blind confidence 
in their luck, and who almost without exception eventu- 
ally lose. Possibly our investing readers may recognize 
some of their friends, and perhaps themselves, as belong- 
ing to one or the other of these groups. Suggestions of 
the innocence of the original Eden are found in the child- 
like faith some people put in “tips,” “flyers” and in the 
advice and prophecies of those whose chief stock in trade 
is a fierce denunciation of “the system,” the manipulations 
of Wall street, ete., ete. One of this class of brokers, a 
man named King, of Boston, who extensively advertised 
his virtues in contrast with the vicious practices of Wall 
street, has recently been sent to state’s prison. Again we 
advise those who have money to invest to consult only 
with brekers and bankers of well-established reputation 
and to be particularly on their guard against new and 
unproved enterprises, especially those promising extraor- 
dinary profit. Officers, as a rule, have so little money to 
invest that they are tempted by the get-rich-quick enter- 
prises, forgetting that the success of corporate enterprises 
depends less upon the value of some invention or upon 
some opportunity to meet a public demand than it does 
upon the skill to manage, which is exceptional and which 
it is practically impossible to hire for the service of a 
new corporation. Men out for a job, and seeking to or- 
ganize corporations from which they are to draw com- 
fortable salaries, if they had given proof of the necessary 
ability, would be beyond the reach of a salary. 
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Urging that the Engineer Corps, U.S.A., be vaccinated 
immediately against typhoid, Major F. F. Russell, Med. 
Corps, U.S.A., refers in the June Military Surgeon to 
the high admission rate in the Corps. He does not under- 
take to say what is the cause, but if there is any force 
in the theory that typhoid germs are released by the turn- 
ing up of the earth in excavations, ete., the fact that the 
Engineers’ duties have much to do with that sort of work 
may furnish an explanation that may seem plausible to 
many, despite the contention of Professor Koch, the 
eminent German scientist, that “as a matter of fact there 
is no other source for typhoid infection than mankind.” 
The high rate of admission in the Hospital Corps is also 
given as a reason why it should share with the Engineers 
the protection of immediate inoculation, without any im- 
plication that the other branches of the Army should be 
neglected. Before the summer maneuvers especially, as 
many men as possible should be vaccinated. After dwell- 
ing in a laudatory strain upon the systematic and com- 
prehensive campaign which is being waged against typhoid 
in Germany, Major Russell suggests a program for the 
Regular and Volunteer armies of the United States. He 
would have better facilities for the early diagnosis of 
suspected cases, the isolation of all typhoid and typhoid 
suspects as if the disease were generally acknowledged 
to be contagious, the treating as a suspect of any man 
who shows an evening rise of temperature, and the reten- 
tion in hospital of all typhoid convalescents until bac- 
teriological examination shows they are not excreting 
the bacilli. For the present Major Russell would not 
make vaccination compulsory, because the protection is 
only relative and not absolute, and because the inocula- 
tion is somewhat painful. If, however, a vaccine can be 
found that will give as much protection against typhoid 
as is given against smallpox, then inoculation should be 
made compulsory. 
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In their report the Board of Visitors to the Naval 
Academy, in addition to the recommendations reported 
last week, strongly urge legislation in accordance with 
the following portion of the President’s message to Con- 
gress, dated Dec. 8, 1908: That “the Board of Visitors 
should be appointed in January, and each member should 
be required to give at least six days’ service, only from 
one to three days to be performed during June week, 
which is the least desirable time for the board to be at 
Annapolis, so far as benefiting the Navy by their obser- 
vations is concerned”; also that the admirable plans for 
the complete material equipment of the Academy be car- 
ried out fully as speedily as possible, These include (1) 
a new wharf; (2) the acquisition of the land to complete 








the south line of the grounds; (3) the erection of addi- 
tional quarters for officers and instructors; (4) a suit- 
able bridge to take the place of the dilapidated structure 
now used to reach the hospital and cemetery; (5) the 
completion of the sea wall; (6) a boathouse for the 
housing and repairs of the drill boats; (7) the comple- 
tion of the plan of the storehouse. The board thinks that 
a new wharf should be built at once, as the present wharf 
is absolutely dangerous to life and property and cannot 
be repaired on account of its generally dilapidated condi- 
tion. Next in importance and necessity to a new wharf 
is the acquisition of the land to complete the south line 
of the grounds. The board confirms recommendation 13 
of the preceding Board of Visitors in regard to remedy- 
ing defects in the sewerage system, and recommends that 
a tile floor on cement foundation similar to the floor in 
the pantries be placed in the mess room. This is rendered 
necessary by the fact that it was found that seepage 
water accumulated under the mess room. An increase in 
the number of watchmen by six men is made necessary 
by the enlarged size of the Academy and the increasing 
number of visitors. There should be another dentist em- 
ployed for the Naval Academy. West Point, with many 
less students, has a detail of two to meet the need. The 
appointment of a permanent secretary to the Board of 
Visitors is commended, and the board has found Pro- 
fessor Dashiell’s services to the board highly efficient. 
To Lieut. W. M. Hunt, U.S.N., are extended the thanks 
of the board for his courteous and able services, 
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We observe that all of the nineteen pamphlets thus 
far issued by the “Association for International Concili- 
ation” are written by Northern men, and that only five of 
the fifty-eight members of its council are residents of 
Southern states, while one of these is of German birth and 
brings to this country that speculative German habit of 
mind which kept what is now the great German Empire so 
long divided as a congeries of petty and discordant states, 
much as the theorizers on the subject of slavery and state 
rights on both sides of the line kept alive the animosities 
which once divided us between North and South. It is 
ominous for the future that the class who prefer specula- 
tions about war to preparations for war are making such 
progress with their propaganda and growing each year 
increasingly active in their endeavors to erase from the 
minds of the American people the teachings of the past 
and striving to persuade them to commit the country to 
theories which have not thus far a single fact of history 
in their support. We do not wish to be understood as re- 
flecting upon the Association we have named, for we sym- 
pathize with its entirely laudable purpose of facilitating 
a good understanding between nations by promoting inter- 
national visits, the study of foreign languages, and ex- 
changes between educational institutions, workmen, ar- 
tists, etc. But we do not think the Association will help 
the progress of peace by the publication of abstract 
speculations on the value of “justice,” “righteousness” 
and the blessings of peace, “which nobody can deny,” and 
none desire to question, least of all those who are pre- 
pared to sacrifice their lives in the cause of justice, right- 
eousness and peace to which others are devoting some of 
their surplus money with the accompaniment of per- 
sonal glorification.

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The Journal of the Military Service Institution (Gov- 
ernors Island, N.Y.) for July contains an unusual variety 
of original and illustrated material. Perhaps the most 
prominent are “To Commemorate the Services of the 
Regular Army at Gettysburg” (by the Editor) and Part 
I of Captain Langhorne’s “Observations During a Leave 
of Absence in Europe.” Other items are “Combined Na- 
val and Military Operations” (Reprint); “Preparation 
for Defense.” by Colonel Glassford ; “Proposed Organiza- 
tion of Machine Gun Companies,” by Lieutenant 
Boschen; “Military Use of the Automobile,” by Major 
Deakvne; “Instruction for Scouts of Foot Artillery” 
(Trans. from Russian); the conclusion of General 
Sharpe’s paper, “Subsisting Our Field Army in Case of 
War with a First-Class Power”; Lieutenant Taylor's 
views on Soccer Football and General Morgan’s “Glimpse 
of the Great War of the Rebellion.” 
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At the first summer meeting of the Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers held at Detroit, Mich., 
June 24, 25 and 26, a paper was read by Naval Constr. 
D. W. Taylor, U.S.N., vice-president, on “Some Model 
Experiments on Suction of Vessels,” and one by Comdr. 
W. P. White, U.S.N., on the “U.S.S. Michigan Renamed 
Wolverine,” launched in 1842, of which he says: “The 
‘Oldest Inhabitant’ of Erie states that people came from 
the country round about for miles to see the launching, 
with the expectation of seeing the vessel sink, because 
built of iron, and that on launching the vessel stuck on 
the ways and launched herself at night. Her original 
battery was to have been two 8-inch guns and four 32- 
pound carronades, but, owing to the protest of the British 
Minister, one 18-pounder only was mounted, and with this 
battery she sailed on her first cruise under the command 
of Comdr. Wm. P. Inman. During the Civil War the 
battery was increased and in 1864 was given as one 30- 
pounder, five 20-pounders, two light 12-pounders, and 
six 24-pounders. The ship has been variously em- 
ployed for recruiting, surveying and, notably during 
the Civil War, to guard the lake borders from at- 
tempted raids and the transportation of arms from 
Canada by Confederate agents, and as a guard for John- 
son’s Island, where a great number of Confederate pris- 
oners was held.” In a paper on “A Method of Determin- 
ing Pressures for Steam Turbines,” Prof. C. H. Peabody 
takes note of the fact that there are two internal heat 
factors, one proper to the turbine and the other for a 
single stage. Prof. H. C. Sadler, considering ““‘The Re- 
sistance of Some Full Types of Vessels,” shows that even 
in full slow-speed vessels it is possible to effect a saving in 
power by a proper adjustment of form to the conditions 
demanded. Papers were also read on the following sub- 
jects: “Shallow Draft Steamers,” ‘Material Handling 
Arrangements for Vessels on the Great Lakes,” “Strength 
of Knees and Brackets on Beams and Stiffeners,” “Tow- 
ing Problems.” In order that the stimulation of interest 
in the Society’s work created by the Detroit Summer 
Convention may be util’zed in a permanent strengthening 
of its ranks. the council has specially designated Mr. 
George H. Guy, assistant secretary, to carry out the 
wishes of the Society in regard to increasing its member- 
ship. To this end, the co-operation of every member 
of the Society is now invited.

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These are the amounts spent by the various govern- 
ments for military aeronautics during the last year: 
France, $238,500; Germany, $668,655; Austria-Hungary, 
$27,500; Great Britain, $26,350. The total for Germany 
should have added to it the $1,325,000 raised by private 
subscription for Count Zeppelin. Of the $668,655 of the 
public funds in Germany $537,500 was devoted to the 
Zeppelin airship. Of the total for England $9,900 was 
spent on dirigible balloons and $16,450 on aeroplanes, 
One of the greatest vindications of the correctness of the 
Wright brothers’ ideas was the test given to their aero- 
plane by Louis Delagrange, of France, who recently made 
his first flight in a Wright machine. He declared himself 
enchanted with it and has become a pupil so that he may 
be able to handle one of the fliers. As Delagrange is an 
aeroplane inventor himself of no mean reputation, his 
approval of the Wright airship signifies much to the 
French people. The Zeppelin No. 1 has been discarded 
for war purposes and will remain at Mansell, Lake Con- 
stance, as a training airship. The first prominent mili- 
tary official to take a flight in an aeroplane is Admiral 
Spingari, of the Italian navy, who on April 21 went up 
with Wilbur Wright, in the outskirts of Rome, when the 
wind was blowing twenty miles an hour. He remained 
up five minutes and came back to earth delighted with 
the easy working of the craft. In the presence of King 
Victor Emmanuel, Wright took up Major Morris, inven- 
tor of the Italian military dirigible, and carried him over 
the forts, showing him where all the “hidden” guns were, 
a feat that seemed to please His Majesty greatly. Rus- 
sia, too, seems caught by the airship fever and has ordered 
a dirigible in Paris to cost $60,000, while a shed is to be 
built with a length of between 200 and 300 feet, and so 
constructed that 100 men can put it up in eight hours 
and take it down in two.

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Supplementing the very informing article on page 1181 
of our June 19 issue, on “Military Instruction in Schools,” 
we call attention to the fact that Sir Frederick Borden, 
the Canadian Minister of Defense, in a recent address to 
the Dominion Rifle Association, referred to the scheme 
now under way to introduce physical and military drill 
in the Canadian schools. He hoped the example of Nova 
Scotia in adopting the system of drill in the schools would 
soon be followed by other provinces, and that within three 
years the system would be general throughout Canada. 
With the rudiments of military drili taught in every sec- 
ondary school of the Dominion, the militia would always 
be able to obtain a good class of recruits, and the problem 
of securing an adequate defense line for Canada would 
be solved. In this connection we note that in Great 
Britain about a year ago a youthful military organization 
known as the Boy Scouts was formed. The movement is 
growing and spreading so rapidly that to-day there are 
enrolled 130,000 lads who are being trained in the use cf 
the rifle and tanght the discipline of soldier life. Lieu- 
tenant General Baden-Powell recently said of this move- 
ment: “It is growing rapidly, and our only difficulty 
is in keeping it properly supervised. We need help in 
this line of the work, and since the object of the organi- 
gation is entirely to make the rising generation into 
manly, patriotic and successful citizens by methods which 
attract the boys themselves, the work is such as specially 
appeals to ex-officers, who by their service, experience 
and prestige are eminently qualified for that work.” He 
then makes an appeal for the help of leisure and retired 
officers of the Royal Navy and Army, not so much for 
executive duties as for local supervision of the scheme 
in different parts of the country.

In the three-unit system favored by the Board for the 
reorganization of the United States Cavalry, Capt. Alonzo 
Gray, 14th Cav., sees some disadvantages. In the Jour- 
nal of the U.S. Cavalry Association he says that the sys- 
tem cannot be used for double-column formations; it does 
not lend itself to use by wings; if three lines are used, 
they are naturally of the same size, and it is not flexible 
and cannot be cut in two. The four-unit system he finds 
preferable, since it favors placing equal forces on each 
flank of the infantry line; it favors the double column 
and to the front both wings can be brought simultane- 
ously on to the line; it makes it easy to use or avoid the 
use of three lines; in any attack, the attacking line should 








equal the troops held out, and the four-unit system favors 
an attack with one-half in the attacking line, one-quarter 
in support and one-quarter in reserve; it has great flexi- 
bility and can be cut in two parts down to a very small 
unit; it requires no change in the drill regulations. He 
quotes von Bernhardi, the distinguished German author- 
ity, as saying that “against artillery and infantry the 
wing system should always be used.” “There should be 
no such thing as peace strength of cavalry,” Captain 
Gray asserts. “The cavalry should be kept at its war 
strength all the time.” An “Observer,” in the same 
magazine recommends an improvement to the rifle which 
the Japanese have adopted as a result of the war with 
Russia. The base of the breech block has a milled circu- 
lar disk which can be moved by the pressure of the flat 
of the hand and controls the cut-off. This change was 
suggested by the experience of many men who froze their 
fingers in Manchuria when they removed their gloves to 
use the cut-off. The observations of this visitor were 
made in October, 1898, and he was particularly impressed 
by the friendly attitude of the Japanese of all classes 
toward the Americans. The officers of the Imperial Cav- 
alry Guard which he saw in quarters seemed to be es- 
pecially anxious to impress upon him their abhorrence 


of war in general and their especial anxiety to avoid any , 


cause of war with the United States. They also said that 
if they had had.more cavalry in the Manchurian war 
their success would have been greater, as they could then 
have clinched their victories. 








A member of the Marine Corps writes us to urge the 
abolition of white garments of any texture, with their 
blinding glare to the eyes and their tendency to get soiled 
and build up wash bills. He says: ‘Every man on deck 
is exposed in white as a conspicuous bull’s-eye to any 
guerrilla marksman skulking through the brush or sneak- 
ing over the water surfaces of a hostile country. During 
the Filipino insurrection this visual exhibit was appre- 
ciably noticeable aboard the gunboats which patroled the 
coasts within rifle shot of the beach. No sooner did a 
light mark show above deck than the thud of a bullet 
against the side of the ship or the hiss of a miss as it 
whizzed away into space showed that a game of ‘I Spy’ 
was on. The projectile usually flew wild, but neverthe- 
less the white objective had to hot-foot it out of sight. 
‘Beat it’ was the order of the moment to all except the 
engineer force; they, garbed in a blue dungarree uniform, 
might sneak across the deck without attracting notice 
from a distance, as theirs was by far a more impercepti- 
ble shadow than either the white, or the sandy-com- 
plexioned khaki, the dungarree blue, in color, being more 
spectral and less in relievo when set against a dark back- 
ground. Ships’ awnings in this era are given the khaki 
shade, which also is the hue of the cutters’ sails. But 
these do not hide from sight of an enemy the white and 
well-defined figures of the men-of-warsmen. A grayish blue 
serge should be given the marines to wear in all seasons 
aboard ships instead of the white and the khaki. Either 
the linen or the duck is a nuisance, as neither adds to 
the cleanliness nor to the comfort of the wearers. Ona 
balmy day a stiffly starched soldier looks cool and neat 
to all but himself, though starched clothes are endurable 
in mild weather. But let the thermal conditions change 
to a sultry humidity; result, our white and starched 
stiffness wilts like a dish rag, perspiration damps the 
linen which clings to the sweltering frame; bizarre 
creases streak the soggy trousers if one dares to sit down, 
and the one, so nobly erect at first, slowly slinks away. 
dripping moisture and invoking imprecations on the fiend 
who induced Uncle Sam to adopt white uniforms.”

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Of the seventeen Japanese who have been entered at 
our Naval Academy, seven have graduated—Zun Zow 
Matzmulla, 1873; Koruku Katzu, 1875; Giro Kunitiomo, 
1876; Tasuker Serata, 1881; Sotokichi Uriu, 1881; Yeno- 
suka Enouye, 1881; Iliroaki Tamura, 1900. Matzmulla, 
FEnouye and Uriu became vice admirals, Uriu command- 
ing the squadron that sunk the Russian ships at Che- 
mulpo, Feb. 8, 1904; Ise Sataro, who was dropped in 
1874, was killed in the Satsuma Rebellion. Keizero Mo- 
chida, Kantaro Arima, Heidemaro Namboo, Sandanori 
Youchi. Kaga Kazu. Niro, Motohiko Takasaki, Asaki 
Kitagoki were withdrawn: also Prince Takihiko Azuma, 
on account of sickness, withdrawn in 1873, and died in the 
seventies, The portrait of this prince, in United States 
eadet’s full dress jacket, hangs in Yetashima, the An- 
napolis of Japan. He was the nephew of the then mi- 
kado, and brother of the present emperor. Japan’s ar- 
mored cruiser Azuma is named in his honor.

Cheap dema- 
gogs in Congress and out have been saying false and 
vile things about them for generations, and have been 
zealously seconded in this mean industry by a certain 
class of newspapers—noticeably in the trans-Missouri 
region. It was only fair and fitting that a president 
of the United States who has known them in the Philip- 
pines as well as here at home should stand up on one 
of the world’s greatest battlefields—with the whole peo- 
ple for his audience, and tell the truth about them.” 


“Psychic consequences” are now the latest phase of air- 
ship possibilities. Major H. Bannerman-Phillips, writing 
in the United Service Magazine on the significance of 
aerial navigation for Great Britain, pictures a time when 
a few patriotic and devoted men, willing to risk their 
lives for the sake of their country if it were at war with 
England, could harass the British defenses by land and 
sea “with psychic consequences out of all proportion to 
the material damage they could inflict.” The less the 
limitations of aerial warfare are understood the greater 
is likely to be the moral effect on the civil population of 
a few bold attempts by the enemy to make use of airships 
as engines of destruction. ‘The worst blows an enemy 
could deliver in a war with Great Britain would be in- 
directly against the civil population rather than directly 
against the armed forces of the country. The exploits of 
a few fairly successful commerce destroyers at sea added 
to the exaggerated reports of raids and damage done by 
airship would have resulted more injuriously to the nation 
than a pitched battle in which the British forces suffered 
heavily. 
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To the essay written by “Essayons,” the pen name of 
Lieut. Col. Graham Denby Fitch, Corps of Engrs., 
U.S.A., stationed at Duluth, Minn., has been awarded the 
prize of $500 given by an anonymous friend of the Scien- 
tific American, for the best essay on the Fourth Dimen- 
sion. The judges were Prof. Henry P. Manning, of 
Brown University, and Prof. S. A. Mitchell, of Colum- 
bia University. The winning essay of Lieutenant Colonel 
Fitch will be published in the Scientific American of July 
38. Considering the character of the subject, the interest 
shown in the contest has been astonishing. No less than 
two hundred and forty-five competitive essays were re- 
ceived, and almost every civilized country of the world 
was represented. “The contest was therefore thoroughly 
international, and it is no small gratification,” says the 
Scientific American, “that an American Army officer 
should have borne off the prize, and that all the con- 
testants who were honorably mentioned should also be 
Americans.”

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FRENCH NAVY NOTES. 


Correspondence ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

While American and British protected cruisers are 
being utilized to the best advantage for training and 
auxiliary purposes and as mine layers, French croiseurs 
protégés have been allowed to fall into a state of dis- 
repair and are rapidly disappearing from the navy list. 
‘The Conseil Superieur de la Marine has just decided on 
the condemnation of seven of them as unfit for further 
service and not worth reconstructing. Truly, if veterans 
like the Davot and Troude, contemporary to the U.S. 
San Francisco and to the British Medea class, may legiti- 
mately be said to have fulfilled their destination and to 
have been a good investment, it is difficult to account 
otherwise than by poor construction, combined with gross 
neglect for the unserviceable condition of ships with 
hardly ten years’ service to their credit. Such are the 
4,000-ton Protet, d’Assas, Pascal and the smaller Linois, 
and especially the 2,400-ton Infernet, launched in 1899, 
and thus the most recent croiseur protégé. 

It appears that the money officially ‘intended fo 
periodical refits was, in most cases, not so used, and 
besides it is a well-known fact that all Gallic ships in 
the reserve suffer from want of personnel and subsequent 
neglect. It is safe to predict the disappearance in a very 
few years of the croiseur protégé type, with the possible 
exception of the twenty-three knot commerce destroyers 
Guichen, Chateaurenault, Yurien de la Graviére, intended, 
like the U.S. Columbia and Minneapolis, to play the 
role of the Alabama, and of the 8,000-ton semi-armored 
cruiser d’Entrecasteaux, a robustly armed vessel, whose 
construction embodied the data gained by the experiments, 
fourteen years ago, in the ironclad La Galissonniére. 

In short, the 300 million francs France has invested 
in her protected fleet have been spent to little advantage. 
Constructors did their duty in providing excellent designs ; 
unfortunately, in this as in everything else, the Rue 
Rovale showed neither competence nor foresight. 

The favor long enjoyed in France by submarine vessels 
is now a thing of the past. Their capabilities and prac- 
tical value were questioned before the Commission 
d’Enguéte by several prominent officers, while their slow 
development is the object of vehement protests on the 
part of Service journals. It must be said that pessimism 
is amply justified. Gallic submarine constructors have 
been indeed pioneers, but their achievements have been 
reduced to little by the lamentable inefficiency of the gov- 
ernment dockyards, having a monopoly of this class of 
work, and by the inertia of the Rue Royale authorities. 
Practical tests, so necessary to the progress of theo- 
retical invention, are made impossible in a country where 
the construction of submarine craft of 400 tons is apt to 
extend over six years, as in the case of the three Topazes 
ordered at Toulon in 1903 and not yet completed. More- 
over, it is a fact that up to the present year, and although 
large submersibles have been in service for a few years, 
the problem of the military utilization of such vessels 
had not been tackled seriously beyond harbor defense 
and torpedo exercises of a most elementary kind. Of 
course, substantial gains have all the same been made, 
the personnel has been familiarized with submarine navi- 
gation as in no other fleet, and the matériel has bene- 
fited with many improvements, but it was felt that un- 
certainty would prevail so long as had not been carried 
out the program of realistic tests elaborated with a view 
to ascertain the comparative value of the boats of the 
Opale type, with seven per cent. buoyancy, and of the 
Laubeuf submersibles, with a buoyancy exceeding twenty- 
seven per cent. These tests comprise, first, a 800 miles’ 
run, mostly on the surface; second, a three days’ cruise 
at sea on the surface at night, under water in daytime; 
third, a series of maneuvers with the fleet, including 
an attack in the open sea, against a passing squadron, 
repeated attacks against a blockading force, and, lastly, 
the blockade of a naval base by submarines. The per- 
formances accomplished up to date are the following: 
In October, 1908, the Emeraude and three submersibles, 
the Pluviose, Ventose and Germinal, were eighty-four 
hours making the circuit Cherbourg-Brest-Dunkerque- 
Cherbourg. In February last the same vessels, plus the 
Opale, repeated this performance under more trying 
conditions, while on May 3 the Brest cruisers were at- 
tacked in the Dover Straits by two Pluvioses and two 
Opales and escaped without loss owing to misty weather. 
The only victim of this encounter was an English war- 
ship. which happened to steam by and was theoretically 
torpedoed by the Ventose, a curious mistake and which 
points to the dreadful errors likely to be committed in 
wartime. During the latter part of May, however, the 
submarines were more successful in their defense of the 
Brittany coast against Admiral Jaureguiberry’s squadron, 
and showed conclusively close blockade to be a thing of 
the past, while the blockading of Cherbourg is expected 
to demonstrate the fitness of under-water craft for this 
kind of work. Similar tests will be required from all 
future boats. Thus the Rubis, sister to the Opale, started 
on May 25 on a 720-mile run, and at Toulon the 351-ton 
submersibles Cireé and Calypso are preparing for the 
run Toulon-Bizerta and back. 

On the whole, the comparative trials have proved the 
superiority of the submersible type. The Pluvioses have 
been found superior in nautical qualities, habitability and 
comfort, speed and handiness, robustness and freedom 
from accidents. On the other hand, the Opale type 
is more economical, requiring only six tons petroleum for 
a 700-mile run, against twelve for the Laubeuf boats, 
which have steam engines. It possesses greater radius 
of action, 2,000 miles instead of 1,400, and requires less 
time to replenish its storage batteries, six hours instead 
of eighteen. ‘ 

The distribution of Gallic submarine craft will shortly 
undergo important changes. At the present moment there 
are nine 400-ton units and nine earlier types in the Cher- 
bourg flotilla. At Dunkerque are four submarines of 
sixty-eight tons of doubtful efficiency. The Toulon sta- 
tion counts sixteen units, Bizerta only two, Rochefort six. 
In addition four Naiades of sixty-eight tons are at Saigon 
(Cochin China). It is proposed to place half a dozen 
large submersibles at Dunkerque and as mauy at Bizerta, 
these two stations ranking among the most important 
strategical positions in Europe, together with Dover, 
Gibraltar and Malta. ‘ 

France has been rather unlucky with her destroyers, 
of which she possesses fifty-seven ready and fourteen 
building. Starting in 1897 with the Durandal, a type 
slightly larger than the U.S. Farragut, she produced 
an excellent class of vessels, fast in fine weather, but un- 
fortunately too small, too low above water, to preserve 
reasonable speed even in moderate seas. To remedy 
these defects a 335-ton type was created with higher 
freeboard, the Claymore class, which has proved a failure. 
wanting badly in stability and too lightly constructed 
for serious work, and in fact inferior to the Durandals. 





Recognizing the necessity of higher displacement, the 
Paris admiralty ordered in 1906-7 eleven contretorpilleurs 
of 400 to 457 tons, partly fitted with reciprocating engines 
and partly with turbines. Six of them have been under 
trial for the last six or eight months, and up to the 
present time the results have not been encouraging. In 
1908 — turbine destroyers of 700 tons have been com- 
menced. 


FORT RILEY SCHOOL OF HORSEMANSHIP. 


The “New Army School of Horsemanship” is the sub- 
ject of an excellent illustrated article by Major T. Bentley 
Mott, U.S.A., which appears in the Scribner’s Magazine 
for July. A description of the school and its work is 
preceded’ by a review of the conditions requiring its estab- 
lishment. The United States has ceased to be a nation 
of horsemen as it was when boys learned to ride as they 
learned to walk, and a thirty miles’ ride to attend court, 
to see a patient or to visit a sweetheart, was too trifling 
a feat for our grandfathers to brag about or to record. 
Officers and men of our Cavalry no longer spend their 
lives in the saddle as they did during the days of Indian 
wars, scouting expeditions and long marches across the 
plains or into mountain strongholds. While the demands 
of the mounted arms have trebled, the sources from 
which well-instructed mounted men were drawn have 
virtually dried up. In a lot of 220 recruits sent last 
year to Major Mott’s battalion of field artillery only 
about ten men knew how to ride, and similar conditious 
are reported from most of the mounted service. The 
cadets at the Military Academy lack preliminary experi- 
ence in practical horsemanship, and cannot be expected 
to learn as much in the 220 hours devoted to riding dur- 
ing their four years’ course as the French boy who, 
during his two years at St. Cyr and one at Saumur, rides 
nearly two thousand hours. Starting his riding-hall 
career with a complete ignorance of the horse, the aver- 
age West Point graduate requires ht least a year of 
persistent work under the best teachers for four or five 
hours a day before he is ready to act as a riding master 
for recruits. 

Fearless criticism and frank comparison with the 
superior results obtained in other armies have destroyed 
the complacent satisfaction with our methods which 
existed ten or fifteen years ago, and established a higher 
standard of horsemanship for our Army. This change is 
ascribed by Major Mott to the visits of our officers to 
European countries having well-trained cavalry and to 
“the arrival early in life to positions of high rank and 
influence of Cavalry officers who themselves are vigorous 
horsemen, such as General Bell, our present Chief of 
Staff; General Garlington, our Inspector General, and 
General Aleshire, our Quartermaster General. The in- 
fluence of these officers in preaching a higher standard 
of excellence in all that concerns the horse has been of 
supreme importance to the Army.” 

Our War Department has, during the past five years, 
sent a number of American officers to take the course 
at Saumur, and the head riding instructors now at West 
Point and Fort Riley are both graduates of this school. 
“We are,’ says Major Mott, “in the transition stage. 
The legislative powers still believe that America is a 
saddle-horse country and it is not considered necessary 
to offer Government encouragement for the raising of the 
saddle type. But it would seem from the trying experi- 
ence of our Army purchasing agents that a good saddle 
animal has become in America an article of luxury, and 
that either something must be done to stimulate the 
plentiful production of good types or the price the Army 
is allowed to pay will have to be doubled.” 

A description of the Mounted Service School at Fort 
Riley follows. Here is a student class of twenty officers 
of Cavalry and Field Artillery, captains and lieutenants, 
having 180 horses at their disposal for purposes of in- 
struction. The methods of the school are designed to 
develop in the pupil that combination of patience, tact 
and nerve which make a good horseman. The best 
models are set before him, and competent instructors 
are on hand to aid, advise and help him over difficulties. 
Beside the practical lessons in horsemanship, all students 
are carefuly taught the theory and practice of hippology, 
with courses in military topography, in pioneer duties, 
in handling and packing mules, in harness and wagon 
transportation, in blacksmithing and the care of sick 
horses. Obstacle riding and polo playing help to form 
confident horsemen ready for the exigencies of a_peril- 
ous ride. 

While the quality of the horses at Fort Riley is su- 
perior to that found generally in our ill-mounted service, 
it is inferior to what it should be. The Fort Riley 
horses are neither good polo ponies nor passable troop 
horses; it results that neither the captains, who want 
good horses, nor the polo players, who want good ponies, 
are satisfied. But horses of pure, or nearly pure, blood 
are being used more and more, and it is expected that 
results of real value to the Service will follow the ex- 
periments being conducted. 

“It is a surprising fact,” says Major Mott, “that such 
elementary questions as whether curb and snaffle bits in 
combination are necessary or useful in military equita- 
tion and whether rising to the trot is easier on man and 
horse than the close seat, are still undecided in our 
mounted service. The double bridle is not issued to the 
Army except ‘for experimental purposes,’ the stirrup has 
lately been set forward on the saddle, and rising to the 
trot is made possible and is authorized; but both of these 
important questions along with many others are still in 
the air as far as the Service at large is concerned.” 

“The Fort Riley school,” we are further told, “has 
already made its influence felt and in a few years it will 
doubtless take its place with Fort Monroe and Fort 
Leavenworth as one of the necessary and recognized fac- 
tors in a well-balanced scheme of Army education. The 
present senior instructor in equitation is an officer to 
whom the whole mounted service acknowledges a debt 
of gratitude. Most fortunately there are at present sev- 
eral men, graduates of the school, who could, if necessity 
arose, fill with distinction Captain Short’s post, but it 
is believed that without the prestige which his extraor- 
dinary ability in every department of horsemanship 
brought to the office when it was first created, the great 
and useful advance in our ideas of military horseman. 
ship which Fort Riley now represents could never have 
been effected. Two officers act as his assistants in all 
the mounted work; one of them, Lieut. Gordon Johnston, 
being a graduate of Hannover. Thus the best ideas of 
the German as well as of the French school are avail- 
able for adaptation to our needs.” 

It is recommended that the school be removed to 
Washington, “par excellence the home of fine horses and 
good horsemen.” The veterinary school and hospital pri- 
marily intended for the students might, with the ad- 
yantages afforded by such a location, eventually expand 





into a national veterinary college—an institution now 
— needed in our country than any other kind of 
college. 
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GAME PRESERVATION. 


Bismarck used to say that he liked the American 
buffalo above all other animals because he was so pre- 
eminently a fighter. Many officers in the Army can re- 
member seeing herds of buffaloes roaming over the prairies 
of the West, and they must often feel keen regret as 
they realize with what deplorable shortsightedness the 
American people permitted that noble animal to be made 
almost extinct within our domains, his chief enemy being 
the celebrated “Buffalo Bill.” But the practical extinc- 
tion of as fine a beast as ever trod the virgin soil of a 
hew continent may not be after alt an unmixed evil, for 
already we see the movement for the preservation of other 
game, which had its first feeble organization years ago 
when a few people awoke to the fact that the buffalo was 
gone, developing a strength that is resulting in systematic 
and intelligent effort in various parts of the country for 
the preservation of wild life. Our British neighbors to 
the North are helping in this laudable work, a great 
reserve, known as the Goat Mountain Park, having been 
set aside for breeding mountain goats, sheep and grizzly 
bears in November last. The center of this park is 
Phillips Peak in British Columbia, which has an alti- 
tude of 11,000 feet. Elk and mule deer also will be 
bred there. One of the prime movers in bringing about 
the establishing of this park was William T. Hornaday, 
Director of the New York Zoological Society. Last year 
saw the establishing ‘of several important American re- 
serves, these being the Montana National Bison Range, 
the Mt. Olympus National Monument, Washington, and 
the Superior National Forest and Game Preserve in 
Minnesota for moose and deer primarily, this last tract 
containing 909,743 acres, which constitute an admirable 
wilderness of small lakes, marshes, creeks and scrubby 
tealst> which have at present very little commercial 
value. 

The Montana National Bison Range has been procured 
through the efforts of the American Bison Society, formed 
the efforts of the American Bison Society, formed 
for the purpose of preserving the American buffalo. 
Twenty-eight square miles have been purchased from the 
Flathead Indians, and they afford ideal grazing ground 
for the buffalo. The range is fenced, and in time there 
will be added the prong-horned antelope. This tract can 
easily maintain a thousand bison. The great Mt. Olym- 
pus reserve is largely the result of the hard work of Dr. 
Theodore S. Palmer, assistant chief of the Biological 
Survey, Department of Agriculture. Dr. Palmer, in a 
happy moment, thought of a law under which it would be 
both proper and right to bring the reserve into existence. 
This law clothes the President of the United States with 
power to preserve any monumental feature of nature, 
which it is clearly the duty of the state to preserve for 
all time, from the hands of spoilers. One of the chief 
glories of the administration of Theodore Roosevelt will 
be that he did so much to preserve the wild life of the 
country. Such work as that which we have recounted 
has come none too soon, for the advance of civilization 
has made the former wilds almost part of the suburhs 
of our large cities. The telegraph and telephone have 
wiped the frontier forever from the maps of the world. 
A rich man can sit in his office in New York and with 
the telegraph control the happenings on a ranch, mine, 
or farm thousands of miles distant, even though separated 
from this country by an ocean or two. One hundred 
years ago there was always a frontier, because travel was 
limited and the slow means of communication made it im- 
possible to keep in touch with distant properties. An in: 
teresting publication bearing on this national effort te 
preserve wild life in America is the Zoological Society 
Bulletin, of New York city, for June. It is prepared by 
Director Hornaday. Army officers who cherish pleasant 
memories of the splendid wild animals which they en- 
countered in the West in the ’60s or early "70s can 
help a most commendable movement by getting in touch 
with these enthusiastic protectors of the birds and beasts 
of the fields and woods. 





WEST POINT HEROES OF MEXICO.

Has Mr. Dickinson 
read history carefully and without the sectional bias of 
years ago? The legions of admirers of Grant resent the 
mention of his name in the list to the exclusion of Me- 
Clellan, Meade, Thomas, Hooker, Pope, Hancock, Frank- 
lin and others of patriotic record at West Point and in 
the Mexican and Civil Wars. ;

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A SLANDER UPON GENERAL GRANT. 


New York, June 21, 1909. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE TRIBUNE: 

Do you not think that Mr. George W. Smalley goes 
somewhat beyond the proper limitation of reminiscence 
when, in the Tribune of June 20, he says, speaking of 
John Lothrop Motley: ‘There is supposed to be still a 
mystery about his recall by President Grant. But it is 
an open-air mystery. Grant struck at Sumner through 
Motley. Any weapon was thought good enough to beat 
Sumner with. Motley was his friend. Sumner had 
made him Minister. It. was deemed possible to humiliate 
Sumner and to teach him a lesson. The interests of the 
country were not allowed to stand in the way of this 
high purpose, and so Motley went.” 

This is neither reminiscence nor fact. In writing the 
Life of General Grant (Putnam’s Sons, 1899) I learned 
that the removal of Motley had been decided upon before 
the difficulty between Grant and Sumner arose. The 
reasons assigned by Mr. Smalley for Motley’s removal 
may accord with General Grant’s character as deter- 
mined by the bitter prejudice of Charles Sumner, evi- 
dently shared by some of his friends, but they are wholly 
foreign to the real character of the man. Gen. Ambrose 
I. Burnside, a fellow-alumnus of the Military Academy 
and a soldier holding high rank under Grant at the Wes?, 
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as well as in the East, said: “If there is any quality for 
which General Grant is particularly characterized, it is 
that of magnanimity. He is one of the most magnani- 
mous men I ever knew.” Gen. W. T. Sherman, who 
knew Grant even better than Burnside, and who was 
a man of the most absolute sincerity, described Grant as 
“brave, patriotic and just as the great prototype Wash- 
ington.” 

And yet Mr. George W. Smalley, on the strength of 
his recollections of what was reported to him some forty 
years ago, would have us believe that Grant was neither 
“just” nor “magnanimous,” but of so mean a spirit that 
he sacrificed Motley for the purpose of taking a con- 
temptible revenge upon some other man. e 

The story of Motley’s removal told by Mr. Smalley is 
that current among Motley’s friends at the time, but it 
is not the true story. As General Grant is no longer 
here to answer for himself, perhaps I may be permitted 
to say a word in his behalf, knowing him as I did per- 
sonally, and having, as I have had, an unusual oppor- 
tunity to form a correct estimate of his character, which 
Mr. Smalley apparently lacks, for he is too just a man 
to speak as he has except in ignorance.

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SERVICE LITERARY NOTES. 


Brig. Gen. Philip Reade, U.S.A., retired, who takes 
much interest in genealogy and is the seventh in descent 
from Sergt. Richard Hildreth, born in 1605, has compiled 
a pamphlet giving an account of the first generation of 
the name of Hildreth in Middlesex County, Mass., 1643- 
1693. Much information of interest to the genealogist is 
given, and many amusing anecdotes and “Ancestral Glean- 
ings” throw an interesting sidelight on the New Englander 
of early days. Evidently if the Army has been General 
Reade’s vocation and fishing his avocation, he has fol- 
lowed the late Dr. Edward Everett Hale’s advice and 
adopted yet a third activity in genealogy. 

The Washington Herald says: “When Captain Sar- 
gent published “he Campaign of Santiago de Cuba,’ 
President Roosevelt, who reads everything, read that. 
The author, who was then with his troop in the Ute coun- 
try, 150 miles from a railway station, was ordered to re- 
port at the White House. There he lunched with the 
President and then went thoughtfully back to his régime. 
He may have thought it a long way to go to luncheon. But 
the President had taken his measure, and he was detailed 
to the Army War College—as a student! It is only fair 
to explain that the student body of the War College is 
largely composed of the most able officers of the Army, 
and among the things that they study are the military 
strength, organization and resources of every nation with 
which we may possibly come into collision, and how to 
get the better of that nation. If our little army ever 
gets a drubbing while our volunteers are learning to 
walk without falling over their own feet, it will not be 
for lack of foresight and a coherent plan of mobilization 
and defense.” 

The plan for “daylight saving” in the United States is 
discussed by Commodore W. H. Beehler, U.S.N., in the 
July Century. The movement in Great Britain to secure 
a daylight saving law to set all clocks forward on a cer- 
tain date has made some headway. The idea is, in winter 
to shorten the hours of daylight in the early morning by 
a certain time, and to lengthen the working hours of day- 
light in the evening in the same ratio. Commodore: Beeh- 
ler, three years ago, when in command at Key West Na- 
val Station, found 90th meridian time in use, making sun- 
set fall at 4:30 p.m. in winter. On his recommendation 
Mr. Newberry, Acting Secretary of the Navy, directed 
that 75th meridian, Eastern Time, be used at Key West 
station. This brought sunset to 5:30 p.m. in winter and 
gave an additional hour of daylight for the working hours 
of the day. Commodore Beehler advocates the adoption 
of 75th meridian time for the whole country. This would 
set ahead the clocks now set to Central Time one hour; 
Mountain Time clocks two hours, and Pacific Time clocks 
three hours. ‘The benefits to most of the American peo- 
ple would be enormous, Commodore Beehler believes: At 
least sixty million would thus save the use of artificial 
light one hour every day: at a saving of only one cent a 
day this would total $600,000 daily. or $219,000,000 a 
year: “more than enough to maintain @ navy of forty- 
eight battleships with the accessories of three fleets, in 
cluding their bases and naval coast defenders.” People 
on the Western coast might have to change their clock 
times of oceupation a little, and some elsewhere whose oc- 
cupations begin very early might be inconvenienced by 
having to use artificial light in the morning; but these, 
Commodore Beehler thinks. would be in a decided mi- 
nority. Commodore Beehler’s proposal is traversed, how- 
ever. in a comment on his article which follows it, by 
William F. Allen, proposer and promoter of the present 
Standard Time. He believes our occupations are by no 
means entirely regulated by clock time. People can start 
earlier in the day if they want to, he thinks, without 
“tampering with the fundamental principle of time reck- 
oning”; they should not be cheated into getting up earlier 
in the morning, but should get up honestly earlier. Shift- 
ing the hour of work ahead might save factory expenses 
for artificial light in the evening, he says, but it would 
in equal amount cause a burden to the workingman in 
the morning, when his wife would have to use artificial 
light to prepare the morning meal. 

Major Gen. A. W. Greely, U.S.A.. who was commander 
of the U.S. Arctic Expedition of 1881-4, in the July Cen- 
tury writes of the recent successful travels and discov- 
eries of Lieut. Ernest H. Shackleton, R.N., in the Antarc- 
tic regions. Shackleton on Jan. 9, 1909, reached latitude 
S8° 23’ South, the farthest south vet attained. Taken 
all-in all, his discoveries, General Greely says. are the 
most important and extensive ever made within the 
Antarctic circle. At a luncheon in his honor at the Royal 
Geographical Society at London, June 15, Lieut. Ernest H. 
Shackelton, of the British navy. announced that he con- 
templated another Antarctic trip at an early date. The 
Lieutenant received word from America that the Thomas 
H. Hubbard gold medal for polar exploration had been 
awarded to him. 

Gen. Morris Schaff is giving*in the Atlantic Monthly 
the impressions he formed at the age of twenty-one of 
the Battle of the Wilderness. and in his book, “From 
Bull Run to Appomattox,” Luther W. Hopkins. of Gen. 
J. F. B. Stuart’s Cavalry, C.S.A., presents a boy’s view 
of the Civil War. The bulk of Lee’s soldiers were boys 
in their teens. Somewhere between childhood and youth 
the children of the South were taught that up North 
there was a race of people called Abolitionists, who were 
capable of doing all kinds of evil to the Southern people. 
until some of the young children just before the war did 
not know that the Yankee was a human being. When the 
village of Middleburg, Va., was entered by Union soldiers 
the streets were deserted, and the women and children 
within their homes crowded to the windows to see the 





cavalry as it marched by. A little three-year-old nephew 
of the author, with the expression of alarm disappearing 
from his face, said: “Mamma, them ain’t Yankees; them's 
soldiers.” He had expected to see some hideous animal. 
This is the education the Virginia boys got, who after- 
ward became Lee’s soldiers. As befits the book of a cav- 
alryman who loved his horse almost as well as himself, 
the author’s last chapter is devoted to the “Horses of 
Lee,” and wili interest any cavalryman, while some of 
the gray-haired riders of the Civil War will read the 
pages through a mist of tears. “We build monuments 
for our dead soldiers. What would we think of a monu- 
ment some day, somewhere in Virginia, in honor of Lee’s 
noble horses?” In General Lee’s army for the four years 
of the war there were 75,000 horses, of which 45, 
perished. Much of the time while the Confederates were 
in Pennsylvania on Lee’s ill-starred invasion the men 
slept with their horses tied to the wrist. While the 
rider slept the horse cropped the grass around him as 
far out as his tether would allow and as close to his 
rider’s body as he could get. Lee’s horses were fairly 
well supplied with food until after Gettysburg. Then, 
when winter came on, the supplying of food for the 27,000 
horses became a serious problem. Often, when only corn 
could be had, the rider shared his corn with his horse, 
cooking his and letting the animal eat his portion raw. 
When the coffee gave out the men would rob their mounts 
of the horse feed, which was roasted and boiled and 
called “coffee.” The loyalty of the colored men to the 
Southern cause remains still a thing to wonder at in the 
author’s mind. “No one ever heard of a negro slave, or, 
so far as I know, a free negro of the South, offering an 
insult or an indignity to a white woman,” says the book. 
“Freedom, education, or both, or something else, has de- 
veloped in the negro a trait that no one ever dreamed he 
possessed until after the close of the Civil War.” An in- 
cident is given to illustrate the Southerner’s affection for 
his colored nurse. John Randolph Tucker, one of Vir- 
ginia’s most distinguished representatives in Congress, 
would celebrate his birthdays, even when nearly fifty 
years of age, when he had grown children, by dressing 
up in a nightgown like a child, toddling up to his old 
black nurse, climbing up into her lap and letting her 
croon to him as she did when he was a baby. The vol- 
ume is from the press of the Fleet-McGinley Company, 
Baltimore. 
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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


As a result of the sinking of the Russian submarine 
Kambala by the battleship Rostislav in maneuvers early 
in June, twenty officers and men have lost their lives. 
Desperate attempts were made, after the sinking, to raise 
the submarine, but two divers died on account of the im- 
mense pressure, while others who tried repeatedly and 
heroically to pass chains around the wreck finally came 
to the surface utterly exhausted, having accomplished 
nothing. The Kambala went down in 150 feet of water. 
The disaster occurred five miles from Sebastopol. Four 
nen were saved, including the commander, Lieutenant 
Aquilonoff, who was giving orders through the speaking 
tube to the helmsman just before the collision. These or- 
ders, he says, were misinterpreted, the helm being put to 
port instead of starboard. 

Experiments with rifle shooting at captive balloons near 
Berlin recently showed that at a distance of 1,250 yards 
it was possible, with 7,500 rounds. to make 76 hits, 
though the holes made by the bullets allowed very little 
gas to escape. it is considered probable that had the bal- 
loon been stationary it might ultimately have been brought 
down, though still at an enormous expense of ammuni- 
tion, and the circumstances would be far more unfavor- 
able were the balloons free. The German military authori- 
ties have therefore decided that infantry shall fire at a 
balloon only if it is near enough to enable them to hit 
the occupants of the car, and that the task of destroying 
the balloon itself or of rendering it incapable of pro- 
ceeding shall be left to the artillery. 

For the great British naval maneuvers off the coast of 
Scotland 350 ships, all told, have assembled, and for a 
month will engage in mimic conflict. There will be a 
grand review in the port of London, about July 19, 
for which the following provisional program is an- 
nounced: From the Houses of Parliament at Westminster 
to London Bridge there will be two lines of torpedoboats 
and submarines; from London Bridge the lines will be 
continued hy destroyers and gunboats, scouts and smaller 
cruisers as far as Greenwich and Blackwell. In the 
reaches to Northfleet will lie the heavier cruisers, includ- 
ing those of the Dreadnought class, the Indomitable, the 
Inflexible and the Invincible, near Greenhithe. Between 
Tilbury and Gravesend the line of battleships begins, ex- 
tending down through the Lower Hope reach, past Thames 
Haven and Canvey Island, to Southend, where, off the 
pier, the Dreadnought battleships will be clustered, and 
continuing to the anchorage at the Nore. Altogether, near 
upon one hundred and fifty vessels, in columns covering 
between forty and fifty miles of river and water space. 

At a range of 1,000 yards a petty officer in the British 
navy with a 12-pounder gun in forty-five seconds made 
twelve hits with twelve rounds at a target six by eight 
feet. This, says the United Service Gazette, is a world’s 
record. A gunner in the Royal Marine Artillery made 
ten hits out of ten rounds from a six-inch gun in one min- 
ute. at a range of 1,400 yards, while steaming at twelve 
knots. the record for this type of gun being eleven rounds, 
eleven hits, in one minute. 

Another example of the extreme nervousness of Rus- 
sian naval officers, even in time of peace, was given on 
June 17, when the British steamer Woodburn, Captain 
Robertson, of Newcastle. was fired upon off Wirolahti., 
Island of Biorke, by a vessel of the Russian squadron, 
for approaching too close to Pitkipas Bay, the rendezvous 
of Emperor Nicholas and Emperor William. <A blank 
charge was fired first, but this was followed a few sec- 
onds later by two shells. Portions of the shells pene- 
trated the bulkheads and the boiler of the Woodburn. 
The engineer of the steamer was wounded in the leg, 
and was taken aboard the Russian cruiser Asia, where 
his wounds were dressed. Later he was taken to a 
hospital at Viborg. After making repairs the Wood- 
burn sailed for her home port. The pilot of the Wood- 
burn declares that his ship was already backing in obedi- 
ence to the directions of the torpedoboat when the tor- 
pedoboat and destroyer opened fire. The Czar on June 19 
sent $100 to the wounded engineer. 

Sixty-six old warships of the ‘lurkish navy are an- 
nounced to go under the hammer. This fleet has for 
years seen little other than Constantinople anchor-duty, 
and the plan of the new régime is to procure a modern 
navy, and negotiations have already been under way for 
direction of the new navy by a British officer. 

A new type of quick-firing howitzers of six-inch caliber 





will soon be supplied to the Russian army, five hundred 
of these weapons having been ordered of the Krupps. 
It has also been decided to try the American web belt 
equipment. 

The British cruiser Sappho, which had just been com- 
missioned for service in the maneuvers, on June 19 was 
struck by a Wilson liner off Dungeness during a fog. 
The liner was practically undamaged. The Sappho was 
towed to Dover and heached, to be patched up and re- 
floated. after which she will be taken to Portsmouth for 
repairs. Except for the fact that there was no loss of 
life, the accident to the Sappho bears marked resemblance 
to the cutting down of the British cruiser Gladiator by 
the American Line steamship St. Paul last year. 

In recent wireless telephone trials between land sta- 
tions and the French cruiser Condé satisfactory results 
were obtained, the voices of the operators being heard 
with perfect clearness over a distance of about sixty 
miles. ‘The apparatus used was invented by two French 
naval lieutenants. 

The British service papers say that the serious short- 
age of officers for the British army is engaging the at- 
tention of the authorities. At present they are about 
3,500 short of requirements; in the regular army at home 
there is a shortage of nearly 200, in the Special Reserve 
they are over 1,100 deficient, and in the Territorial Force 
nearly 2,300 short. 

Little has been given out as to the German High 
Sea Fleet maneuvers, which were terminated on May 28. 
During the operations the cruiser squadron was reduced 
to three large and three small cruisers, the Stettin and 
Liibeck having been sent to the Mediterranean when difli- 
culties were threatened in Turkey. At the beginning of 
the May exercises the two battle squadrons and the 
scouts proceeded to Heligoland through the Great Belt, 
and the exercises took place in the neighborhood of the 
island, the vessels proceeding on certain days to Cux- 
haven, Brunsbiittel, Wilhelmshaven, Borkum, and Sylt. 
During a night operation destroyer V 160 was in ¢ol- 
lision with V 157 and V 158, suffering some injury and 
having all her boats damaged. - 

The Dreadnoughts designed by Herr Popper for the 
Austrian navy are to be 492 feet long, have 85 feet 3 
inches beam, 29 feet 5 inches draft, with a displace- 
ment of 19,600 tons. The Austrians have also now 
adopted turbine propulsion, and the new ships are to have 
turbine engines to develop 25,000 I.H.P., giving a speed 
of twenty-two knots—equal to their great British proto- 
type. Protection will be afforded by a complete belt of 
nickel-crome steel, 10.6 inches thick at the maximum— 
this is not so good as British ships of the latest type— 
and the armament will consist of ten 12-inch guns cf 
.45 calibers. They will also carry twenty-four 4.7-inch 
guns, and probably 18-inch torpedoes. 

The German battleship Koeln, to displace the Schwalbe, 
was launched at Kiel on June 5. She is a smaller type 
of armored cruiser, of over 4,000 tons, and constructed 
entirely of steel. 

By the falling of the Russian army balloon at St. 
Petersburg. on June 18, the Court Chamberlain and his 
wife were killed and two others were injured. The 
army captain in charge of the balloon escaped with a 
broken leg. The balloon was nearly a mile up in the 
air — one of the passengers by mistake pulled the rip 
cord. 


An anenymous writer, thought to be Admiral Carlo 
Mirabello, Italian Minister of Marine, has brought out 
at Rome a pamphlet prophetic of the year 1912, with a 
call to “Prepare the Fleet.” He argues: “Since the an- 
nexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina, the Triple Alliance 
has become hopelessly compromised, and Italy and Aus- 
tria destined to become enemies. The year 1912 wil} 
mark the extreme limit of the deteriorating ‘triplice,” 
and it is possible to make for this date the prophecy that 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand, who directs with a 
hand of iron Hungarian politics and is energetically re- 
forming and developing the army, will suddenly attack 
Italy in the name of Francis Joseph. The program of 
the Archduke assures to Austria the complete domination 
of the Adriatic and the destruction of Italy as a naval 
power. Germany is employing all its energy, all its ma- 
terial and financial resources for the rapid completion 
of its gigantic naval construction provided for by the 
law of June 14, 1900, in order later to be ready to face 
Fngland. By next year the Italian and Austrian fleets 
will be of about equal strength, but in 1912 the superior- 
ity of Austria over Italy will be overwhelming. For her 
naval defense Italy must have a fleet at least twice as 
strong as Austria’s in order from the very beginning of 
the contest to dominate the Adriatic.” 

That the use of preserved, or canned, meat lessens the 
value of traveling kitchens to British troops, is the opin- 
ion of Brevet Col. M. W. J. Edye, British Army Service 
Corps and assistant director of supplies and transport, 
Northern Command, who writes of the kitchens in the 
May United Service Magazine of London. One of the 
great advantages of the traveling kitchen in the Man- 
ehurian war was that it permitted the troops to boil 
water, so that in summer the troops suffered compara- 
tively little from enteric in a country where, generally 
speaking, there was only stagnant water available. Some 
of the regiments of the Fourth Siberian Corps that had 
no traveling kitchens suffered considerably from enteric. 
While admitting that these kitchens have many great ad- 
vantages, Colonel Edye says that the increase of vehicles 
to the already long columns seems almost sufficient reason 
to condemn them, but with the further introduction of 
mechanical transport occupying on the road only one-fifth 
of horse transport, and when a more suitable kitchen has 
been devised, these traveling cookers, he predicts, will find 
their place with every unit in the field. 


A new military rifle, with electro-magnetic induction 
fuse. has had a satisfactory trial by the Austrian War 
Ministry, says the Militiirische Presse of Vienna. The 
special fittings seem to have been tried with a gun of the 
double-barreled hammerless sporting type, and there was 
an accession to the initial velocity with a higher per- 
centage of hits as compared with the existing arm. The 
advantages claimed are simplicity of construction and 
rapidity of firing, owing to the elimination of the time 
occupied in pulling the trigger and the disturbance of 
the aim, as well as greater cleanliness and security. 
The electric current is supplied by a small dry battery. 

The French military are experimenting with the use 
of dogs for locating wounded soldiers on the field of 
battle. At Nancy, under the supervision of the Medical 
Corps of the army, supposedly wounded soldiers were 
placed in obscure places throughout a large territory 
heavily strewn with thick underbrush and marked here 
and there by deep ravines incumbered with fallen stone, 
rock and soil, and often most difficult of access. At a 


word a dozen dogs were away on the search and five 
of the animals proved so expert that they got blue rib- 
= and were regularly requisitioned into the Medical 
orps. 
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In recognition of the services of Capt. F. W. 
Fuger, 13th U.S. Inf., as commandant of the Michigan 
Agricultural College Regiment of Lansing, Mich., for 
the past four years, a regimental review was called in 
his honor on June 10, at which time he was presented 
with a beautiful gold mounted saber in behalf of the 
corps of cadets. The saber, toward which every cadet 
had an opportunity to contribute, has an imported Sol- 
lenger blade, ivory grip and gold mounted hilt illum- 
ined with U.S. coat of arms in enamel. The name, 
I’, W. Fuger, is etched on the blade. The scabbard is 
heavily ° nickel-plated, lavishly decorated with hand- 
chased, gold mounts, in which is wrought the monogram 
‘, W. F., and on which is engraved the inscription, 
‘Presented to Capt. . W. Fuger by the Corps of Cadets, 
M.A.C.” The M.A.C. Record in referring to the pres- 
entation says: “Probably at no time in the history of 
the college has the corps been better organized or better 
drilled than during the four years in which Captain 
Fuger hds had charge. He is particularly fitted for 
this type of work, both by training and temperament, 
and has been able to maintain order and secure efficiency 
without a grinding discipline.” 


Capt. .F. L. Dengler, C.A.C., who is stationed at 
San Francisco, lives at Alameda. Recently the local 
taxing authorities advised him that he must pay a poll 
tax of $2. In reply to his statement to the War De- 
partment of the facts in the matter he has been ad- 
vised to apply to the U.S. District Attorney for the 
district in which he lives, if he is further pursued by 
the demand for the tax, and his rights will be protected. 
It is held by the War Department that an Army 
officer is not an inhabitant of a state in which he may 
be temporarily stationed on duty, and that he is exempt 
from all taxes there of any nature whatsoever. The 
War Department has decided that the cost of the legal 
proceedings necessary to protect civil employees of the 
Quartermaster’s Department who were required by the 
taxing authorities of Georgia to pay a poll tax may be 
paid out of the contingent fund of the department. The 
government by a decision in the U.S. Circuit Court 
established the principle that non-residents temporarily 
in a state in the employ of the Federal Government 
cannot be taxed locally, as they are not inhabitants of 
the state, and they are only temporarily residing there. 








Tlorty-one of the younger officers of the Army, in- 
cluding thirty-two members of the class of 1909 of the 
Military Academy, have joined the Army Mutual Aid 
Association since March 1, 1909, the beginning of the 
Association’s current fiscal year. This excellent organ- 
ization, which numbers among its 1,358 members twenty- 
one general officers of the Army on the active list, has 
as its president Brig. Gen, Arthur Murray, Chief of 
Coast Artillery. An instance of the splendid work ren- 
dered by the Army Association is illustrated: by the 
prompt payment to the widow of an officer recently de- 
ceased of his entire benefit, amounting to $3,000. The 
officer died at 8:30 o’clock in the morning and by noon 
of the same day the money was placed in the hands of 
the widow. The sum of $1,661,806.87 has been paid to 
beneficiaries to date. The rates, while adequate for pro- 
tection, are low enough to be witHin the reach of every 
officer, and the Association is experiencing one of its 
most successful years since its organization at Wash- 
ington, D.C., in 1879.

The bodies of some fifty U.S. soldiers who have been 
buried in Potters’ Field, Harts Island, N.Y., are, through 
the efforts of Robert W. Hebberd, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Charities, who had the matter before the Mayor, Presi- 
dent Taft and the Secretary of War, to be removed to 
the National Cemetery. Col. W. S. Patten, A.Q.M.G., 
has requested Mr. Hebberd to inform him as early as 
practicable the number of such interments in the charity 
cemeteries of New York city and to furnish a list of the 
names of the deceased soldiers, together with the military 
organization to which each belonged if known, the date of 
each burial and the number of the grave; also as to the 
necessary steps to be taken to secure permits for their dis- 
interment and removal. The only difference between the 
burial place of the pauper dead and the soldiers is that 
the soldiers lie side by side in separate graves, while the 
paupers are buried in large trenches, measuring 45 by 15 
by 7 feet, containing 150 bodies. In the Civil War there 
was a hospital on the island, which probably accounts for 
the large number of soldiers buried there.

Secretary Dickinson has made a most important de- 
cision the past week in establishing the rule that con- 
tracts may be split between bidders for olive drab khaki. 
The John H. Meyer Company, of New York city, was 
the lowest bidder for 850,000 yards of khaki, but the 
Secretary directed that comparatively small contracts 
be given to F. S. Bennett, of Philadelphia, and the Otto 
Goetz Company, of New York city, his purpose being to 
avoid stamping out competition, and to secure the gov- 
ernment from being placed wholly at the mercy of one 
large concern. It is understood that in similar contracts 
of late there has been a disposition to dictate terms to 
the Quartermaster’s Department, and to demand a post- 
ponement of deliveries, greatly to the disadvantage of 
the Department. This is usually done through political 
pressure, which just at this juncture is more than ordi- 
narily potent and will be until some disposition is made 
of the Philippine Tariff bill.

According to a newspaper despatch from hianila Lieu- 
tenant Noble, with a company of the 23d Constabulary, 
struck part of the force of Davao mutineers on June 18 
and Sergeant Academia, leader of the mutiny, was 
killed in the ensuing fight. Sergeant Hewson, of the 
American forces, who killed the rebel chief, was wound- 
ed during the skirmish. The pursuit of the mutineers, 
who have divided into two bands, continues, and five 
of the rebels have been captured at various points, leav- 
ing sixteen, two of whom are wounded, to be accounted 
for. Several companies of the 23d Constabulary, under 
the personal direction of General Bandholtz, are co- 
operating in hot pursuit of the mutineers, and it is ex- 
pected that they will be captured or killed. General 
Bandholtz reports that the mutiny was due to an at- 
tempt by the officers of the rebellious troops to restore 
discipline that had been allowed to slacken among mem- 
bers of the organization by the previous commander. 








The Committee on Medical Legislation, in its report 
to the annual convention of the American Medical As- 
sociation at Atlantic City on June 7, favored the bills 
for naval medical reorganization, for a naval dental 
service, for a medical reserve corps for the Navy, and 
approved the plan for providing hospitalships for the 
Navy. One of the chief reasons the Committee ad- 
vances for the naval medical reserve is that it would 
make both the Services (Army and Navy) equally at- 
tractive. This equality, it says, does not exist “under 
the present policy of requiring all candidates for the 
Navy Medical Corps to pass through a probationary 
period as acting’ assistant surgeons under instruction 
at the Naval Medical School before being eligible for 
commissions in the Regular Service.” 





The mine planter Gen. S. M. Mills, Lieut. E. W. 
Miles commanding, did some record work June 23, in 
laying the entire submarine defense of Hampton Roads 
in eight hours and forty-five minutes. The work was 
done under the direction of the student officers and the 
Coast Artillery School at Fort Monroe. The time 
named, included loading the mines on shore, preparing 
cables, as well as planting. This is the best record yet 
made. Heretofore it has taken two days to do this 
work, There will be maneuvers soon in closing New 
York Harbor. Part of the maneuvers at Hampton 
Roads included firing the mines at moving targets, and 
good work was accomplished in these tests of the mine 
planting.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Lieut. Col. James A. Irons, 14th U.S. Inf., promoted 
colonel by the appointment of Maus to a brigadier gener- 
alship, was born in Pennsylvania Feb. 21, 1857, and iz a 
graduate of the U.S.M.A, class of 1879, when he was as- 
signed as a second lieutenant to the 20th Infantry. Uis 
first duty after graduation was on the frontier at Fort 
Brown. He subsequently, among other duties, served in 
Indian and Montana territories, and at the School of 
Application, Fort Leavenworth. He took part in the cam- 
paign against Santiago de Cuba, in 1898, and was in the 
action at E] Caney and San Juan, and the siege of San- 
tiago. He was appointed major and engineer officer of 
U.S. Volunteers in 1898, and was engineer officer, Provi- 
sional Division, 5th Corps, in Cuba, and engineer officer 
and mustering officer, Ist Division, Ist Corps, at Macon, 
Ga. He served in the Philippines and in the Inspector 
General’s Department. Colonel Irons served in the 20th 
Infantry until Feb. 28, 1901, when as a major he was de- 
tailed as an inspector general. He was assigned to the 
16th Infantry March 1, 1905, and was promoted lieuten- 
ant colonel, 14th Infantry, April 9, 1909. His last as- 
signment to duty was at the American Embassy, Tokyo, 
Japan. 

Capt. Albert G. Berry, U.S.N., who was promoted rear 
admiral on June 18, 1909, by the retirement of Rear Ad- 
miral Hemphill, was born and reared in Davidson County, 
Tennessee, and was appointed to the National Naval 
Academy at Annapolis in 1865 by President Andrew 
Johnson. of Tennessee.

He was on ordnance duty at Wash- 
ington and New York and served on the old Minnesota 
apd Vermont, on the New York, Amphitrite and Castine, 
and was chief of the lighthouse establishment of Porto 
Rico. Rear Admiral Berry speaks several languages fiu- 
ently. He has been inspector of ordnance and steam en- 
gineering at several steel works. At the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War Captain Berry was in command 
of the monitor Amphitrite and was later as commander 
of the Castine active in the blockade by the American 
fieet of Havana Harbor and vicinity. He was afterward 
with the American fleet in the bombardment of San Juan, 
Porte Rico. He is a cousin of Comdr. Albert Gleaves, 
U.S.N., a brother of C. D. Berry. esq., of Nashville, and 
Wicks Terry. and has other relatives in and around 
Nashville. he Admiral has been married for many years. 
Wis bride was Miss Lillian Merriman, a prominent young 
lady of Washington City. in the early 80s. He has two 
children, a son and a daughter. His last assignment was 
in command of the Lancaster at Philadelphia. 

Col. Ernest H. Ruffner, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., who 
was retired for age on June 24, 1909, was born in Ken- 
tucky, but received his appointment to the U.S.M.A. from 
Virginia in 1868. He was graduated in 1863, being No. 
1 in a class of 63, and was assigned as a second lieutenant 
to the Corps of Engineers, and on the same day was made 
a first lieutenant. He was promoted captain in 1879, 
major in 1889, lieutenant colonel in 1903, and colonel in 
1906. Among other important duties. Colonel Ruffner 
has served as Assistant engineer of the survey of the 
Northern Lakes, as chief engineer of the Department of 
the Missouri until February, 1881, part of the time being 
superintending engineer of the completion of the military 
road from Santa Fé to Taos, N.M.; was in charge of the 
construction of a military wagon road from Alamosa to 
Parrott City and Fort Wingate, September, 1878, to Oc- 
tober, 1879. He has also been in charge of improvements 
on the Mississippi and Missouri River, and has also served 
on Lake Erie, in Baltimore, and in Charleston. He was 
in charge of the improvement of rivers and harbors in 
South Carolina, and of fortifications in the same; has 
been lighthouse engineer for the 5th and 6th Districts, 
and. while on duty last year in New Orleans as divisional 
engineer of the Department of the Gulf, he was ordered 
to New York city as a member of the board of engineers 
and also as a member of the New York harbor line board. 

Ensign Horace C. Laird, U.S.N., who has been retired 
for disability incident to the service, entered the Naval 
Academy in September, 1901, and was made an ensign in 
January, 1997.

Medical In- 
spector Russell was on duty on the Ossipee on the Asi- 
atic Station during the cholera epidemic on that vessel in 
1885, and during the war with Spain he was on the flag- 
ship San Francisco as fleet surgeon of the northern patrol 
sguadron. His last duty was at Chattanooga, Tenn., en 
recruiting service. 

Ensign John Hart, U.S.N., who has been placed on the 
retired list for disability incident to the service, was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy in September, 1900, and 
was commissioned ensign in February, 1906. He had 
been on duty on the battleship Georgia up to a short time 
azo, when he was sent to the Naval Medical Hospitai 
in Washington. 

First Lieut. Henry L. Harris, jr., 3d Field Art., who 
was placed on the retired list June 16, 1909, for disa- 
bility incident to the service, is a graduate of the U.S.M. 
A., class of 1899, and was assigned to the 20th Infantry. 
He was promoted first lieutenant, 10th Infantry, Oct. 5, 
1900; was transferred to the 4th Infantry Aug. 18. 1902, 
and to the 22d Infantry, Feb. 4, 1903. He resigned froin 
the Army July 17, 1905. and was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant, 6th Field Artillery, June 13, 1907. He was pro- 
moted first lieutenant, 3d Field Artillery, Feb. 25, 1908. 

The nomination of Capt. F. R. Lang, 2d Inf., to be a 
major in the Judge Advocate General’s Department was 
confirmed June 23 and his retirement for physical disa- 
bilities wiil follow in a few days. ‘Then the name of 
Capt. Beverly A. Read, 6th Cav., will be sent to the Sen- 
ate as the permanent appointment as major in the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department. Captain Lang was 
“sniped” while serving as a second lieutenant in the 9th 
Infantry on the advance from Tientsin to Peking in 1900. 
He had less than ten years’ service to his credit and was 
jumped over 454 captains, 209 of whom were captains 
when he was a second lieutenant. 

The next retirement for age in the Navy will be that 
of Rear Admiral Edward K. Moore, July 24, which will 


result in the promotion of Capt .Thomas Stowell Phelps 
to be rear admiral. 


RETIREMENT OF COLONEL McCAULBY. 


Cor. Charles A. H. McCauley, Q.M. Dept., U.S.A., who 
upon his own application will be retired from Oct. 31, 
1909, after more than forty years’ service, is senior colo- 
nel in rank in the Q.M.D., and one of the best known 
and efficient officers in the Service. He is an honor grad- 
uate, High School, Reading, Pa., 1865, and was with the 
engineer department, Philadelphia & Reading Railroad, 
June, 1865, to June, 1866. He was appointed to West 
Point in 1866; graduated June, 1870, as second lieuten- 
ont, and was assigned to the 3d Artillery. He was trans- 
ferred to the 3d Cavalry Oct. 7, 1878, and became first 
lieutenant May 5, 1879; was appointed captain and as- 
sistant Q.M., Feb. 18, 1881; major and Q.M., Aug. 8; 
1894; lieutenant colonel and deputy Q.M. General, Juiy 
13, 1899; appointed colonel and A.Q.M.G., Feb. 24, 1903. 
He volunteered for duty with the Transit of Venus Expe- 
dition, 1873, and was assigned to duty on the U.S.S. Swa- 
tara, but the orders were revoked on account of the ship 
being overcrowded. Among other duties he was with the 
Red River Expedition, Staked Plain of Texas, and Indian 
Territory, as a volunteer, May and June, 1876, under 
1st Lieut. (now Col.) E. H. Ruffner, U.S. Engrs. He 
was with the escort commanded by 1st Lieut. (now Gen.) 
Frank D. Baldwin, U.S.A.; volunteered for transfer to 
the 7th Cavalry after Custer massacre, July, 1876. He 
was in charge of the San Juan reconnaissance, S.W. 
Colorado and New Mexico, June to December, 1877; with 
Ute Indian Commission, June to December, 1878; as en- 
gineer officer and in command of the escort, and was as- 
sistant engineer, Department of the Missouri, March, 
1877, to March, 1879. He was in charge of the Courier 
line and transportation in the field, Ute Indian campaign, 
1879, as a volunteer; was depot Q.M., Rawlins, Wyo., 
1881 to 1882; depot Q.M., Ogden, Utah, 1882 to 1883; 
a. Neb., 1883 to 1887, and at Chicago, IIl., 1887, to 
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He volunteered for Sioux Indian campaign, 1890; 
was in charge of building at Fort Sheridan, Ill., to July, 
1891; depot Q.M., Portiand, Ore., December, 1891, to 
April, 1896; assistant to depot Q.M., Philadelphia, Pa., 
and in charge of transportation, April, 1896, to July 1, 
1901. He was in the Philippines from Aug. 12, 1901, to 
Sept. 17, 1903, as chief Q.M., Department of Southern 
Luzon; chief Q.M., Department of South Philippines, 
and chief Q.M., Department of the Visayas. He was 
next ordered to Jeffersonville, Ind., and was in charge of 
the general depot of the Q.M.D., Nov. 30, 1903, on duty 
there until July 17, 1904. He was chief Q.M., Depart- 
ment of the Colorado, July 20, 1904, to March 1908; 
chief Q.M., Department of the East, to November, 1908. 
He was on leave from Dec. 16, 1908, to Feb. 14, 1909, 
and has been in charge of Pittsburg storage and supply 
depot since Feb. 15, 1909. Colonel McCauley is a Fellow 
of the American Association for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence ; member of Academy of Natural Sciences, Philadel- 
phia, Pa.: member Nuttall Ornithological Club, Cam- 
bridge, Mass.; author “San Juan Reconnaissance,” “Or- 
nithology Staked Plain of Texas,” ete. 

The records show that Colonel McCauley volun- 
teered for service during all the Indian campaigns after 
he was commissioned, for which he was commended by 
various officials, including the late Alex. Ramsey, former- 
ly Secretary of War and the Governor of Colorado, who 
wrote the President commending his services in Colorado 
on the Ute Indian Commission of 1878 and during the 
Ute Indian campaign of 1878-1880. Being on duty with 
the Ute Indian Commission as engineer officer and in 
command of escort, and the Commission having failed m 
their efforts to negotiate a treaty with the Weeminuche 
Ute Indians in Southwest Colorado, Lieutenant McCauley 
subsequently had tke treaty signed by Ignacio, the war 
chief. and his followers, through the assistance of Colonel 
lfeiffer, a friend of the Ute Indians, and lieutenant 
colonel of Kit Carson’s old regiment in the Civil War. 
This avoided a probable war with the Indians in South- 
west Colorado. The White River Ute Indians in North- 
west Colorado being disaffected, Gen. Edward Hatch, the 
president of the Ute Indian Commission, did not think it 
wise to risk a massacre of the Commission, as had oe- 
curred with the Modoe Indian Commission previously, 
and sent Lieutenant McCauley, without an escort, to the 
Ute Indian Agency, 175 miles south of the Union Pacitic 
Railroad, acompanied by the secretary of the Commis- 
sion. The treaty prepared by Mr. Meeker, the Indian 
agent, was torn up by Jack, the war chief of the White 
River Utes, as he was ready for war. After several 
hours’ persuasion, Lieutenant McCauley obtained the sig- 
natures of Jack and all the sub-chiefs. The year following 
Meeker the agent called for troops and Major Thornburgh 
and part of his command were ambushed and massacred 
by these Utes at Milk Creek, twenty miles north of the 
agency. Mr. Meeker and all the male employees at the 
agency were killed, buildings burned and the women car- 
ried into captivity. The remnant of Thornburgh’s com- 
mand was rescued by General Merritt’s troops from Fort 
Russell.

Capt. Abraham E. Culver, U.S.N., died suddenly in 
Washington, D.C., June 23, 1909, at the age of fifty- 
three years.

His 
first vessel after graduation was the Trenton, on the Euro- 
pean Station. Other vessels he served on included the 
Powhatan, Monongahela, Vandalia and Baltimore.

Each dental surgeon will ordinarily be allowed one enlisted 
man as an assistant, who will be detailed from the members 
of the Hospital Corps, and whose duty it will be to assist the 
dentist in his operations, in caring for the instruments and 
other public property, in keeping the records, and in the per- 
formace of such other official work pertaining to this position 
as he may be directed by the proper authority to do. A mem-

lations for the corresponding grades in the Army at large, sub- 
ject to such modifications to meet special cases as may in each 
such case be authorized by the Secretary of War, and to 
appoint and reduce all mechanics, artificers, farriers, horse- 
shoers and cooks authorized for their several detachments. 
Enlisted men of the Army at large may be transferred to a 
school detachment and enlisted men of a school detachment 
may be transferred to the Army at large upon the recom- 
mendation of the president of the Army War College or the 
commandant of the school concerned, approved by the Sec- 
retary of War.

Prepares young men for admission to the United States 
Military Academy, the United States Naval Academy, 
all the Principal Colleges and Universities and for direct 
Commissions in the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, For 
further information address E. Swavely, Principal, 4101 
Gennecticut Ave., Washington, D.C. 
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There will be eighty sergeants of Cavalry, Field Artil- 
lery, Infantry and Coast Artillery detailed to go to the 
special schools at Fort Monroe and Fort Leavenworth 
July 1 for instruction in the duties necessary for them to 
perform when detailed to duty with the National Guard 
in the various states. Applications from the state organi- 
zations ceased June 1, and at that time fifty-nine non-com- 
missioned officers had been asked for, all told. A larger 
number will be sent to Fort Leavenworth in order to 
have a class of eligibles for further demands from the 
National Guard. The number asked for is about one- 
half what the law provides may be detailed to this duty. 
Especial care is to be taken in preparing the men thus 
detailed, so that they may give the best possible service 
in their new and peculiarly important positions. At Fort 
Leavenworth they will be trained in all manner of miti- 
tary “paper” work, militia regulations, guard duty, care 
of uniforms, military hygiene, in the manual of the rifle, 
pistol, saber and colors, tent pitching, and similar duties. 





Recently a man at San Francisco was arrested for 
smuggling liquor on board the Tonopah and selling it to 
members of the crew. When an effort was made to prose- 
cute him it was discovered that there was no general 
statute under which he could be tried, and there was only 
the state law against illicit selling to apply to the case. 
There is a general law against selling liquor on a mili- 
tary reservation and a ship’s deck would seem to be 
about equivalent; but the one is protected, the other is 
not. An effort will be made at the next session of Con- 
gress to secure adequate legislation to protect a ship’s 





crew from smugglers of liquor. 
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TOLSTOI VS. BISHOP HAMILTON. 


Following so closely the peace congress in Chicago, it 
was only natural that the annual meeting of the Peace 
Society in Boston on May 13 should try to equal if not 
outdo the exaggerations of many of the delegates at the 
Chicago convention. It was in harmony doubtless with 
this deplorable ambition that Bishop John W. Hamilton, 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, made some astonish- 
ing assertions, if we may trust the Springfield Republi- 
can’s account of his speech. He said: “War is a mode 
and measure of paganism, It never has settled anything. 
Christianity is the exact opposite of it in spirit, and 
Christian nations cannot consistently engage in it. Un- 
der the régime of force there is never a last battle, but 
only the latest battle. Questions are not settled until 
they are settled ethically.” 

In so few sentences we have never before seen more 
errors of fact. So high a dignitary of the church as 
Bishop Hamilton should have displayed a better knowl- 
edge of the Bible. Hardly any statement he made is 
borne out by the Scriptures. Lest we misjudge the wor- 
thy bishop, we shall address a few questions to him and 
offer him our columns to reply to them. By “ethically 
settled,” we take it, the bishop means “without the use of 
physical force.” We should like answers to the following 
questions: 

Where in the Scriptures is to be found a specific con- 
demnation of war carried on in defense of what a nation 
deems to be right? 

Was the sovereignty of the Israelites in Canaan estab- 
lished “ethically” or by the sword? 

Where do the Scriptures condemn the armed invasion 
of Canaan and the conquering of its inhabitants? 

Was Jehovah’s stopping of the sun at the request of 
Joshua, that he might slay more of Israel’s enemies in har- 
mony with the teachings of the Boston Peace Society? 

If war was necessary to the founding of the Jewish 
nation as the chosen people of God, and was not disap- 
preved by their Divine Guide, may we not be right to-day 
in defending our rights even by war? 

Was our right to be free and independent of Great 
Britain’s rule decided “ethically” or by the capture of 
Yorktown? 

Was the sovereignty of the Union established “ethical- 
” or by the success of Grant’s and Sherman’s armies? 
Is it wrong to defend one’s rights by force? 

Is it wrong to defend by force the weak from oppres- 
sion? 

Are the Methodist chaplains in the Army and Navy 
doing “consistent” Christian duty in holding rank and re- 
ceiving pay as members of a military establishment? 

Do the missionaries act in an anti-Christian spirit 
when they ask for soldiers in the face of peril in foreign 
lands? 

If Bishop Hamilton will go to the nearest library and 
get a file of the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, we think he 
will be profited mightily by reading an editorial in the 
issue of Aug. 24, 1901, on the “Armies of Israel.” In 
that we sought to show that the military establishment 
created by the Jews in the days of Solomon and David 
had been imitated in the formation of modern military sys- 
tems, and we believe it sufficiently significant to arrest 
and hold the attention of any churchman, that the Israel- 
ites, when they were in closer communion with the Al- 
mighty than any other nation has ever been, evolved a 
system of warfare which has furnished a model for the 
peoples of to-day. As we showed some years ago, the 
German military system is practically the same as that 
established by David, King of Israel. 

Were Bishop Hamilton a more careful observer of the 
events of the day than he seems to be, he might hoid 
more consistent views as to the origin and value of mili- 
tary establishments. We do not believe that he would 
have spoken as he did at the Boston meeting if he had 
read the following resolutions on the Turkish outrages 
adopted by the Metropolitan Baptist Convention in New 
York city on May 4, 1909, and forwarded to the State 
Department, Washington: 

Resolved, That we, the representatives of 60,000 Baptists, 
express our hearty approval of the prompt despatch of war 
vessels for the protection of American citizens, and that we 
express our opinion that Congress should vigorously denounce 
these outrages and should make friendly representation to the 
Signatory Powers of the Berlin Treaty that they take im- 
mediate steps for the restoration of peace and safety. 

The Examiner (Baptist) of New York, in commend- 
ing these resolutions, said in its issue of May 20, page 
614: “It was fitting that the Baptists, as the pio- 
neers and always consistent advocates of religious liberty, 
should be first in making appeal to our government to 
use its best endeavors to put an end to the fiendish atroci- 
ties of the Terrible Turks. The latest reports are that

the arrival of our warships at Adana and Alexandretta 
has produced a good impression and that American resi- 
dents are feeling secure once more, It appears, therefore, 
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that American armed cruisers have their peaceful as well 
as warlike uses. But what if we had no armed cruisers to 
send on peaceful errands?” 

We can tell the Examiner exactly what would happen. 
If none of the Christian nations had warships, mission- 
ary work in countries like China would largely cease, for 
the lives of missicnaries would ngt be worth a farthing if 
it were not that the governments of such countries fear 
a visit from foreign warships that could compel the pay- 
ment of heavy damages. Even with the armed forces of 
Christendom rallied in their behalf during the Boxer 
troubles in China in 1901, the missionaries narrowly es- 
eaped wholesale slaughter. The Baptists’ resolutions 
urged that Congress “should vigorously denounce these 
outrages,” but we should like to know what good would 
come from vigorous denunciation if the United States had 
no Army and no warships, and how much attention the 
Signatory Powers would pay to the “representation” of a 
country that had no soldiers and no sailors. It is as true 
to-day of nations as it was of individuals in that far-off 
time when Christ said (Luke xi:21): ‘When a strong 
man armed keepeth his place, his goods are in peace.” 

We wish to bring to Bishop Hamilton’s attention an 
incident of recent occurrence which illustrates the differ- 
ence between theory and practice, the difference between 
taking human life in the abstract and taking it as ex- 
pressed in our every-day society. Four years ago, when 
the Russian revolution was at its height, at a memorable 
dinner of reformers in the Hotel Astor, New York city, 
one of the company desired that a telegram be sent by the 
gathering to Count Leo Tolstoi, congratulating him on the 
awakening of the Russian people in behalf of political lib- 
erty. The late Ernest H. Crosby, who was a friend of 
Tolstoi of many years’ standing, and who never lost a 
chance to attack the Army (see ARMY AND Navy Joun- 
NAL May 4, 1901), said that such a thing could never, 
never be thought of, as Tolstoi’s aversion to war and 
bloodshed made it impossible for him to look with favor 
upon the revolution because it had resulted in so many 
sanguinary conflicts. The cable message was not sent, 
but a few weeks later Mr. Crosby was surprised, astound- 
ed, by receiving a letter from Count Tolstoi in which 
the aged philosopher not only expressed no horror at the 
bloodshed occurring daily in Russia, but said that if lib- 
erty was coming because of it, he was not the one to raise 
his voice against the fighting, but rather to welcome it. 
Such, we are glad to think, would have been the attitude 
of Bishop Hamilton, Benjamin F. Trueblood, Robert 
Treat Paine, and Edwin D. Mead had they been Russians 
then and had they seen the radiant feet of Liberty com- 
ing in the dim distance down the blood-stained path of 
time. So would they have thought if they had been at 
Concord and Lexington in 1775, or had been with Abra- 
ham Lincoln when he received the news that Fort Sumter 
had been fired upon. Like Tolstoi they would have ac- 
cepted war, if they had regarded it as the defender of 
Right, the champion of Liberty,

A REMINISCENCE OF MANILA BAY. 

It has been eleven years since Admiral Dewey de- 
stroyed the Spanish fleet at Cavite. The year follow- 
ing the battle the defeated commander, Rear Admiral 
Patricio Montojo, published a volume in vindication of 
his honor, and on this year’s anniversary of the unfortu- 
nate affair he returns to the subject in a prominent 
Spanish magazine, Por Esos Mundos, for May, 1909. 
Another participant, who signs the name Barroso, con- 
tributes a sort of introduction to the longer article, 
a comment whose voluble indignation contrasts strongly 
with the quieter tone of the commanding officer. Bar- 
roso’s arraignment of the Madrid authorities is bitter 
in the extreme. War was not declared until the 23d 
of April, but as early as the 25th of February the Ameri- 
ean Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Long, had directed Com- 
modore Dewey to form a squadron of the ships scattered 
among various ports of the Pacific, with the definitely 
stated purpose of preparing for offensive operations 
against Spain. At the same time the Spanish foreign 
minister was recommending to the governor general of 
Manila that if the American vessels came to the islands 
they should be received with the courtesy due any for- 
eign squadron. As late as the 12th of April the Min- 
ister of Marine answered Montojo’s appeal for assistance 
with the assurance: “I can send you no aid, for the few 
supplies I have at my disposal are needed here, where 
the danger is greater than in the Philippines, and I 
hope that the zeal and activity of yourself and those 
under your orders will supply all deficiencies.” On the 
19th of April, 1898, four days before war was declared, 
a supply of torpedoes and torpedo material was started 
for the islands on a vessel which made half the journey 
and then went back—hostilities having broken out in the 
meantime—for fear of falling into the hands of the 
Americans. 

Admiral Montojo complains that, thus shamefully neg- 
lected, in command of seven vessels, aggregating less than 
12,000 tons, two of them unable to move, he was left to hold 
the Bay of Manila against seven modern protected cruis- 
ers of nearly twice the displacement and fully twice the 
number of guns, any one of which could command a 
higher rate of speed than the swiftest. of the Spanish 
ships. Fully conscious of the disparity of strength, he 
went nevertheless, as he eloquently phrases it, “al sacri- 
ficio.”” When the formidable enemy hove in sight the 
commander of .the forlorn hope heartened the crew of 
the flagship with the following thoroughly Latin 
harangue: 

“Soldiers and sailors! 





The United States of North 


America have forced us into an iniquitous war at a time 
when we are unprepared for it. Their principal object 
is to wrest from us the rich island which we have held 
for four hundred years by the right given us by the dis- 
covery and conquest of the New World. But their am- 
bitions, not satisfied with Cuba, have impelled them to 
attack us also in this archipelago, with a squadron much 
superior to our own. The enemy is in sight, and I am 
confident that when the struggle begins you will all prove 
that you are worthy fellow-countrymen of the heroes 
of our national history! Hurrah for Spain! Hurrah 
for the King!” 

The details of the battle have been told too often to 
need repetition. When it was over, “many persons,” 
says Montojo, “came to congratulate me and express 
their admiration at the resistance which, with such in- 
ferior ships, we had opposed the powerful American 
squadron for almost three hours.” * * * “The Min- 
ister of Marine directed to me on the same day (May 1) 
the following cablegram: ‘Honor and glory to those who 
have fought heroically for their country.’”  Montojo, 
painfully wounded in the left leg, was taken across 
country in a earriage to Manila to see the defense of that 
city. He had had two sons in the action, one of whom, 
a lieutenant of infantry marines, conducted himself with 
particular gallantry. 

The National Board for Promotion of Rifle Practice has 
issued its report for 1908-09 on rifle shooting in educa- 
tional institutions, college and university rifle clubs and 
schoolboy rifle clubs. The report, which is of 50 pages, 
gives the scores of the matches held during the year 
among the different organizations, in various parts of the 
country, together with a number of interesting illustra- 
tions. It is the first report on this subject ever compiled 
along these lines, and it is hoped to make it an annual 
affair containing the reports of the schoolboy tournaments, 
matches and other contests held in various parts of the 
country. Reeognizing the dependency of the United 
States upon its citizen soldiery the War Department 
seeks the enrolment of 1,000,000 men who have qualified 
as marksmen with the Army rifle. To this erd an effort 
is being made to arouse interest in rifle shooting among 
the boys in the high schools and universities and colleges. 
It is a cleanly, wholesome sport, taking the boys into the 
open, teaching them correct habits, self-control and ab- 
stemiousness, as well as care of their physique and their 
nerves. Under present conditions government aid cannot 
be extended except to certain military and semi-military 
schools, so that the work among the high and other schools 
of this character, colleges and universities, has been taken 
in hand by the National Rifle Association of America, 
which is trying to raise an endowment fund of $100,000 
for this and other patriotic purposes. Two gentlemen, 
one of them Hon. Robert Bacon, former Secretary of 
State, have offered to give $5,000 each to this endowment 
fund, and the N.R.A. is seeking other subscriptions to 
complete it.

The intermittent hint that the riding test for Army 
officers is to be modified in the direction of a lighter and 
easier test receives very little support in the movement 
that is now on to include in the grades of officers ordered 
to take the tests general officers at the head of the various 
bureaus of the War Department. It is understood that

this week a general approval of this change in the order 
was vouchsafed, and it is likely to be made. It may be 
accepted that the riding and walking tests have come to 
stay and that they will not be modified in the direction 
of softer tests, but that if anything they will be tightened 
up a little. Thus far the enforcement of the physical test 
order in the Navy has borne no “fruit.” Not a single offi- 
cer has been caused to seek retirement in consequence of a 
physical disqualification discovered by the medical boards 
that have examined officers before and after the tests. 
Three officers were found to have serious physical ail- 
ments that required surgical operations. The officers 
were ordered to hospitals, the operations were performed 
successfully. and the officers will soon return to duty 
sound and fit as fiddles. Most of the officers that have 
successfully completed the tests by walking, bicycle rid- 
ing or horseback riding have been the younger ones, and 
it remains to be seen what a record the older officers can 
put up when they begin to hit the cinder path, push the 
pedals or mount the hurricane deck of a horse. 
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Although the details of the coming joint maneuvers un- 
der Major Gen. Leonard Wood to be held in August next 
are still clouded in mystery, it is still believed that the 
field of battle will be not far from Boston. Among ihe 
troops to take part will be the brigade of National Guard 
of the District of Columbia. The states of New York, 
New Jersey and Connecticut will be represented. The 
troops will live on the United States Army field ration, 
supplied by the government, but purchased by the states. 
The ammunition will be furnished by the War Depart- 
ment. A system has been arranged for a military board 
to proteet the rights of property holders. This board 
will consist of a certain number of United States Army 
officers and officers assigned by Adjutant General Brigham 
from the Massachusetts militia. The three troops of Mas- 
sachuseits Cavalry will be augmented by three troops cf 
Regular Cavalry, making six, in all. 
two regiments of Infantry, one of .Bugineers,, three light 


batteries and two Signal companies, New,.Jersey will ° 


send one troop of Cavalry, Connecticut will furnish one 
battery of Field Artillery and the District of Columbia 


New. York will,send | ' 


its brigade. Other than the Regular Cavalry there will 
be no Regular troops in the maneuvers, it is believed. 
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The last prop was knocked from under the critics of 
the world cruise of the Battleship Fleet on June 19, when 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Winthrop announced that 
the repairs to thirteen of the sixteen steel-clad globe- 
girdlers had been completed at a total cost of only $50,280, 
or less than $4,000 for each. Adding a possible $12,000 
for the other three, we have a total for the entire fleet 
of a little more than $60,000. Of the $50,280, the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering spent $39,979 and the Bureau of 
Equipment $10,301. The Illinois, Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky were placed in reserve without repairs. The “cost 
of repairs” was the last card the opponents of the cruise 
had to play and they played it very theatrically soon 
after the return of the fleet. The nonsense about breed- 
ing ill will in Japan and elsewhere by sending the fleet 
to the Orient, the fears that the men of the fleet would 
behave ill in foreign cities, or would be lured to desert— 
all these predictions were disproved by the results of the 
voyage. 
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Col. H. A. Greene, 10th Inf., president of the Infan- 
try Equipment Board at Rock Island Arsenal, informs 
us that the board has not yet come to a final decision 
upon any type or kind of equipment, and has not de- 
cided upon a “lean to” poncho as a substitute for the 
shelter tent. The board has been very busy, analyzing, 
considering, testing and experimenting with all available 
equipments, foreign and domestic, working out and try- 
ing articles suggested by officers and men, or originat- 
ing with the board, All this with the intention of re- 
ducing the load to the minimum ‘consistent with ef- 
ficiency anda proper conservation of the soldier’s 
health, and to devise means of carrying this in a way 
most comfortable to the man. It is hoped that there 
will be a continuance of the flow of valuable suggestions 
from the Army, now being received by the board. 
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The board of which Rear Admiral E. H. C. Leutze is 
president, detailed by the Secretary of the Navy to 
make some further changes in navy yard organization, 
according to a press despatch is expected to recommend 
changes in the Navy Regulations so as to establish two 
branches in the manufacturing plants of navy yards, 
both to be under the line officer who is the commandant 
of the yard. One branch, it is stated, will be under the 
naval constructor and the other will be under a repre- 
sentative of the Bureau of Steam Engineering. This 
would be practically a return to the navy yard organiza- 
tion existing prior to the Newberry system, but reduc- 
ing the departments to two. This is merely Navy gos- 
sip, and there is no foundation for the report officially. 
The whole question is expected to go over until fall, 
according to Secretary of the Navy Meyer. 
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The general order of the War Department arranging 
the assignment of troops to station for 1910 in connection 
with the return from the Philippines of the troops that 
will complete their tour of service there is in preparation. 
The changes required will be remarkably few, as there 
are to return but four Infantry regiments, three Field 
Artillery batteries and one company of Coast Artillery. 
Thus far it has been decided that the Ist Cavalry, 14th, 
23d and 4th Infantry and the 57th Co., C.A.C., are to 
come home next year. The three batteries of Field Ar- 
tillery have not been designated at this time. An effort 
is being made to adjust the assignment of troops to Phil- 
ippine service so as to distribute equitably the tours of 
foreign duty and establish a regular and even rotation of 
organizations. 
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The tests that are in progress at Brant Rock, Mass., 
in connection with the project for erecting a 1,000-foot 
tower somewhere in the vicinity of Washington or An- 
napolis for a wireless telegraph station, will not be con- 
cluded for several months yet, and the whole project de- 
pends on the result of these tests. It is not entirely 
settled that any advantage would follow from the use of 
a tower of such great height, and unless the instruments 
adopted in the undertaking demand it, the cost of erect- 
ing a 1,000-foot tower would be largely a waste. 








The War Department intends to change the cloth of 
the fatigue or working clothes of the enlisted men of 
the Army from brown canvas to blue denim. It has 
been found that blue denim is just as satisfactory as 
brown canvas, and the cost is about one-fourth less, 
and by using blue denim some $192,000, it is estimated, 
will be saved during the next three years. The supply of 
brown canvas uniforms now in stock will be issued un- 
til exhausted. 








The last detachment of marines to return to the ships 
went on hoard the Tennessee and the Washington this 
week and thus the famous incident of taking the marines 
off the ships and placing them on the “secondary line of 
mobile defense” is closed. The prompt undoing of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s policy as to the marines is a gratifying 
ceeurrence to the Marine Corps, which will now resume 
its old duties with greater zest than ever.

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LINCOLN’S MILITARY INSIGHT. 


The late Col. Robert N. Scott, U.S.A., who, by virtue 
of his long connection with the publication of the Records 
of the Rebellion, was better acquainted with the history 
of our Civil War than any other man except his associate 
Heitman, was accustomed to say that the greatest soldier 
of that war was Abraham Lincoln, This is the conclusion 
of Major Gen. Francis V. Greene, U.S.V., who, in an in- 
teresting article in Scribner’s Magazine for July, sets 
forth his reasons for giving Lincoln this high place. 
From the very first Mr. Lincoln comprehended the condi- 
tions of military success. When General Scott recom- 
mended that Fort Sumter and Fort Pickens be aban- 
doned, Lincoln instantly and wisely overruled him. If 
the expedition to Fort Sumter failed it was through no 
fault of the President, and Fort Pickens was saved. The 
first Bull Run battle, fought against the advice of Scott 
overruled by Lincoln, was, in the opinion of General Sher- 
man, “one of the best planned battles of the war, but one 
of the worst fought.” Lincoln’s memorandum of July 23 
and 27, 1861, “‘was the first definite and coherent plan for 
the prosecution of the war. It emanated from his own 
mind and not from that of any of his generals.” An un- 
disciplined army and generals incompetent, or unwilling, 
and even insubordinate, prevented its accomplishment, 
until finally the much harassed President found in Grant, 
Sherman and Sheridan the long-sought military com- 
manders, competent for their tasks; and then so much 
~ 3 his plan as remained unexecuted was carried into 
effect. 

“No professional soldier or writer,’ says General 
Greene, “could state more precisely the military situation 
then existing or propose a sounder military plan, Lincoln 
had that faculty of intense application and clear insight, 
so rare that we call it genius; and he applied it as suc- 
cessfully to military affairs as to politics, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he was, by instinct, a man of peace, and 
by training a lawyer, and that military problems never 
engaged his attention until he was fifty-two years old.” 

The answer to McClellan’s insubordinate despatch of 
June 28, 1862, should have been his instant arrest, any 
one of his corps commanders being assigned to command 
the army. “Fut that was not Lincoln’s way. Instant 
decision was not his habit. His mental processes were 
slow—though sure. And thought of personal insult never 
influenced him. On one ocasion he went to McClellan’s 
house and waited several hours to see him, only to have 
McClellan come in and go to bed without seeing the 
President at all. On another occasion, when McClellan 
failed to keep an appointment at the White House, and 
the others, who had come, expressed their impatience at 
McClellan’s delay, Lincoln only remarked: ‘Never mind; 
I will hold McClellan’s horse, if he will only bring us 
success.” 

“Such patience, such tolerance, such sacrifice of self 
to anything that will help accomplish a supremely impor- 
tant result, are the marks of a great soul, but not of a 
great soldier. His military perceptions were more ac- 
curate than those of any of his generals in independent 
command, except Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, and possibly 
Thomas. But his self-effacement, his diffidence, his doubt 
whether the country would sustain him, if he peremptorily 
asserted his opinions against those of his professional 
military subordinates, left the Army with two heads or 
three heads or no head at all until the really efficient 
man was found in Grant. From this confusion and lack 
of unity of command came the indecisive, inconclusive 
movements and battles of the Army of the Potomac dur- 
ing the interval between McClellan’s defeats on the Penin- 
— in 1862 and Grant’s victories in the Wilderness in 
1864. 

In Grant “Lincoln believed that at last he had found 
the man competent to command the armies, and he 
promptly retired to the background, limiting his military 
activities to the still mighty task of giving Grant the full 
support of the government in every branch. If Lincoln 
had placed Grant in command of the Western armies in 
July, 1862, when Halleck was made general-in-chief, in- 
stead of in October, 1863, it would probably have short- 
ened the war by a year. But Halleck had prejudiced 
Lincoln against Grant.”

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LONGEVITY PAY. 


A carefully prepared brief has just been submitted to 
the Comptroller of the Treasury by George A. and Wil- 
liam B. King, of Washington, D.C., involving the ques- 
tion of reopening accounts for the purpose of giving 
credit for Military Academy service in the computation 
of longevity pay. The question comes up in the case of 
Major Lloyd M. Brett, of the 1st Cavalry. The propo- 
sitions advanced are: 

First: Where an officer’s accounts are reopened for 
the purpose of checking him for payments erroneously 
made. the re-examination cannot be confined to items 
erroneously paid the officer, but must also include items 
of credit to which he is entitled, 

Second: Where a claim of an officer for certain items 
of account of a limited character, as for pay under the 
Morton decision of the Supreme Court (1885) for pay 
acruing subsequent to Feb. 24, 1881, has been settled, 
such a settlement does not extend to any claim covering 
a wholly different period, as under the Watson decision. 

In Major Brett’s case it appears that he had a settle- 
ment in which he was credited with his Military Academy 
service on pay accruing subsequent to Feb. 24, 1881. The 
Auditor contended that this was a settlement of the en- 
tire amount. The brief presented makes a critical analy- 
sis of the various longevity decisions and seeks to estab- 
lish the fact that the practice of the accounting officers 
was not to consider any claim acted on prior to 1889 as 
a anything but pay due subsequent to Feb. 24, 
1 . 

Following quotations from decisions of the Comptroller 
and statements of fact by him is an elaborate criticism 
of the decision made by Comptroller Gilkeson with a 
lengthy quotation from the decision of the Comptroller 
in the case of Colonel Brodie rendered last year, in which 
he held that the decision of Comptroller Gilkeson was 
wrong and reversed it. In this last-mentioned decision. 
the Comptroller stated as reasons why the decision would 
not have the effect of reopening all old matters of ac- 
count from the foundation of the government that it 
was well settled that the accounting officers were not au- 
thorized to reopen accounts settled by their predecessors. 

Then follows the citation of a number of cases showing 
that the settlement of one item of a claim does not estop 
a claimant from asserting a claim for other items. Not 
only are there many decisions of the Comptroller to this 
effect cited, but, in addition, the decision of the Supreme 








Court in the case of Perkins vs. Hart, in which the court 


“A settled account is only prima facie evidence of its 
correctness. It may be impeached by proof of unfairness, 
or mistake, in law or in fact; and if it be confined to 
particular items of account, it concludes nothing in rela- 
tion to other items not stated in it.” 

The brief concludes: “It would seem that the good 
faith of the government demands that your office should 
not attempt to construe a settlement which on its face 
did not cover the period now claimed for—an item which 
Comptroller Butler and Comptroller Gilkeson admitted 
was not considered in making such settlement—into an 
estoppel to prevent a recovery on the pending appeal.”

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


On a request from the Navy Department for a recon- 
sideration of the decision in the case of Paymr. Trever 
W. Leutze, U.S.N., Assistant Comptroller Mitchell ex- 
haustively deals with a certain aspect of pay for tem- 
porary leaves that has been involved in some obscurity 
of interpretation. Paymaster Leutze appealed from the 
action of the Auditor in charging him with $131.03 dif+ 
ference in pay, while on temporary leaves of absence dur- 
ing the period, July 1, 1899, to Dec. 31, 1906. The ques- 
tion presented in this case was the interpretation of the 
following provision contained in the Naval Appropriation 
Act of March 3, 1909 (35 Stat. 754): “The accounting 
officers of the Treasury are hereby authorized and di- 
rected to allow in the settlement of accounts of disburs- 
ing officers involved payments made to officers of the Navy 
while on temporary leaves of absence since March 3, 1899, 
not involving detachment from duty and not in excess of 
leaves of absence allowed by law to officers of the Army 
without reduction in pay.” The Assistant Comptroller 
had held that the provision does not direct or authorize 
the allowance of the illegal payments referred to to the 
officers receiving them, nor does it permit them to be 
charged to disbursing officers as such. The Department 
maintained that the construction of the Assistant Comp- 
troller would defeat the plain intent of the law. Under 
the customary procedure, payments allowed in the ac- 
counts of pay officers are allowed to the officers receiving 
them and erroneous payments which are to be charged 
to the officer receiving them are checked in the accounts 
of the officer making the payment. Under the Assistant 
Comptroller’s construction, says the Department, this 
provision merely affects the procedure of the accounting 
officers, the result being the same; e.g., instead of check- 
ing the overpayments in the accounts of Paymaster 
Leutze as the disbursing officer concerned, such overpay- 
ments are allowed in his accounts as pay officer, but Mr. 
Leutze in his personal capacity is required to deposit the 
amount of such overpayments in the nearest government 
depository. Seeking the intent of Congress, the Assistaut 
Comptroller says that Secretary Newberry recommended 
the provision because of the action of the acounting offi- 
cers in recently opening the accounts of disbursing offi- 
cers and disallowing payments made to officers of the 
Navy when on temporary leaves, but the Assistant Comp- 
troller comes to the conclusion that the real evil which 
was sought to be remedied was the imposing upon pay 
officers of checkages for which, without the recommended 
legislation, they might otherwise have no redress, as in 
many instances the officers paid by them have since died 
or left the Service. The Assistant Comptroller concludes 
that there is no evidence of an intent on the part of Con- 
gress to make such an important change in the law as is 
now contended for, viz., to allow all officers who have in 
the past been paid old Navy duty pay when on leaves of 
absence to retain such pay as well as any such payments 
that may hereafter be made. Paymaster Leutze, he says, 
was allowed on his appeal just the same pay as an officer 
of the Army of his rank and length of service would re- 
ceive under similar circumstances, and the Assistant 
Comptroller sees no reason for reversing his decision. 

When the Auditor allowed Capt. E. J. Williams, 5th 
U.S. Inf., mileage at only four cents a mile for an 809- 
mile railroad journey from Georgia to Ohio in 1902, ap- 
peal was made for mileage at the rate of seven cents a 
inile. This claim has been allowed by the Assistant Comp- 
troller. 

The Assistant Comptroller decides that a veterinarian 
for the Cavalry and the Artillery service is entitled as his 
base pay on and after May 11, 1908, to the base pay of a 
second lieutenant at $1,700 a year, that he is entitled as 
his longevity pay to the longevity pay of a second lieuten- 
ant with the same length of service that he is entitled 
when he is required to be mounted and provides himself 
with a mount at his own expense to $150 a year for one 
mount and $200 for two mounts, and that the specific ap- 
propriation made by the Act of May 11, 1908, “for com- 
mutation of quarters to commissioned officers on duty 
without troops at stations where there are no public sta- 
tions,” is not applicable to the payment of commutation 
of quarters to veterinarians, the latter being only ap- 
pointees of the Secretary of War and are not commis- 
sioned by the President. 

Comptroller Tracewell affirms the decision of the Audi- 
tor in disallowing the claim of Capt. Thomas Mason, U. 
S.R.C.S., retired, for $171.87, the difference in pay of 
senior captain, retired, and captain, retired, from April 
16, 1908, to Sept. 30, 1908. the disallowance being made 
on the ground that the Act of April 16, 1908, only changed 
his pay from that of a first lieutenant to that of a captain. 

After service us a private and lieutenant of Volunteers 
in the Civil War, Horace E. Mann entered the Spanish 
war as assistant surgeon, 2d Wisconsin Volunteers, April 
28, 1898, and was discharged July 9, 1898, on the tender 
of resignation, “because of age and disability.” His claim 
for pay, travel pay. and allowances in 1898 was disal- 
lowed by the Auditor on the ground that his disability 
existed when he entered the Service. The Assistant Comp- 
troller affirms this decision. ‘ 

The connection of pay and desertion is involved in the 
ease of Chief Boatswain’s Mate William C. Carpenter, 
U.S.N., who first entered the Navy as a landsman in 
1899, and was honorably discharged on June 13, 1903, at 
the end of his term of enlistment. He re-enlisted on Sept. 
21, 1903, and was declared a deserter on Sept. 26, 1903. 
He fraudulently re-enlisted on Oct. 19, 1904, was tried 
by court-martial and found guilty of desertion and fraud- 
ulent enlistment. His sentence was suspended and he 
was placed on probation and subsequently restored to duty 
vnder his enlistment of Sept. 21, 1903. He was honor- 
ably discharged from this enlistment on May 27, 1908, 
and re-enlisted on July 11, 1908. He claimed four months’ 
pay due him on re-enlistment within four months of his 
honorable discharge of June 13, 1903, and $1.36 per month 
as re-enlistment pay during his last period of enlistment. 
The Auditor disallowed the claim for four months’ pay on 
the ground that desertion forfeited it and this ruling is 
affirmed by the Assistant Comptroller, but the disallow- 





ance of the $1.36 monthly pay is disaffirmed, because, al- 
though desertion forfeited any of the $1.36 a month ac- 
crued at the time, when he was restored to duty he was as 
inuch entitled to this increase of pay as to the regular 
pay of his rating. He is therefore to receive $58. 

Lieut. Comdr. A. B. Hoff, U.S.N., appealed from a 
disallowance by the Auditor of certain travel expenses 
but the latter is upheld in a decision by Assistant Comp- 
troller Mitchell. Commander Hoff was ordered to Ports- 
mouth, N.H., Navy Yard for duty, which included in- 
spection trips to Bath, Me. For repeated travel be- 
tween Portsmouth and Bath his orders allowed him 
actual expenses. While at Portsmouth he was ordered 
to special temporary duty at Cape Elizabeth wireless 
station. Incidentally he took occasion to make a trip 
to Bath, and claimed actual expenses for the whole 
journey. The Auditor and Comptroller allow him only 
mileage for the part of the journey necessary to reach 
Cape Elizabeth. They hold that this part of the trip 
and the part to Bath were under separate and 
distinct orders; one for repeated travel that allowed 
actual expenses, the other for a trip that involved only 
mileage allowance.

DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS.

Musicians ordinarily are not included in the personnel 
of the Hospital Corps of the Regular Army; but when 
the Hospital Corps is serving in the field, Par. 25, Field 
Service Regulations, 1908, giving details of organizations 
of different branches of the Service, provides that a hos- 
pital section and an ambulance company section shall 
have one private, first-class, as musician. 

Governors of states need not make separate requisitions 
and estimates for funds to pay medical officers of their 
militia attending the camps of instruction for medical offi- 
cers of militia; but any funds remaining to the credit of 
the disbursing officers of the states for the payment of 
expenses of field service, under Sect. 14, Militia Law, 
may be used for the purpose. The medical officers attend- 
ing the camps should be paid on a special roll. The ex- 
penses of the officers should not be made a matter of sep- 
arate accounting by the disbursing officers, but should be 
stated with their general accounts for field service.

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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The members of the class of ’84 at the Military Acade- 
my brought away from their recent reunion unique me- 
mentoes in two photographs, one showing the class as 
they appeared on graduation in the spring of 1884, and 
the other as they size up in the current year of grace. It 
is a favorite puzzle pastime for the class to ask their 
friends to pick out of the group of handsome cadets the 
particular one that now shows up in the other picture, 
like enough with a colorless beard and a hairless poll. 
The contrast certainly is great between the faces in the 
one picture and those in the other. 

Our statement concerning the class graduated from the 
Military Academy in 1869, published last week, is cor- 
rected by later and more exact information possessed by 
Lieut, Charles Braden, U.S.A., who writes to us, saying: 
“Hurr, Nye, Leggett and Brady are dead; Smallwood 
is unknown. Of the 39 who graduated, 18 are living ; 20 
are dead. “Of fifteen turnbacks to 1870, 5 are dead and 
10 are living. The turnbacks who graduated in 1870 are 
Palfrey, Schuyler, Edgerton, Goodwin, Pearson, Phelps, 
Carter, Stedman, McDonald and Conline, living, and Wil!- 
liams, Peirce, Hodgson, Wieting and R. N. Price, dead.” 

It is not improbable that Col. John W. Pullman, 
Q.M.D., will make application for retirement within 
the next few months. Colonel Pullman on account 
of his health did not take the horsemanship test last 
year and stands alone, of the officers who did not 
qualify, in not having gone before a medical board. It 
is expected that, in view of the fact that he would re- 
tire for age Feb. 17, 1910, he will be given suitable 
leave and be placed on the retired list upon his own 
application. = 

Major Walter A. Bethel, of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department, U.S.A., who has been selected to 
succeed Col. E. S. Dudley, retired, at the head of the 
law department at the U.S.M.A., was born in Ohio 
Noy. 25, 1866. He was graduated from the U.S.M.A. 
in the class of 1889 as an additional second lieutenant, 
being assigned to the 4th Artillery. He reached 
the grade of second lieutenant June 17, 1889; first lieu- 
tenant, 3d Artillery, Sept. 1, 1896; captain, Artillery 
Corps, Feb. 2, 1901, and was appointed major and judge 
advocate July 15, 1903.

During the war 
with Spain he served on the staff of Brig. Gen. O. H. 
Ernst, at Chickamauga, Ga., and in the Porto Rican 
campaign from June to November, 1898. As captain and 
A.A.G. of Volunteers in 1898, hhe served as A.G., 1st 
Brigade, 1st Division, 1st Army Corps, from August to 
November. His last assignment to duty was as J.A.G., 
Department of California. 

Capt. Charles D. Rhodes, 6th Cav., has been selected to 
succeed Major Milton F. Davis, 10th Cav., as aide to Ma- 
jor Gen. J. Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff. Captain Rhodes 
is now serving with his regiment in the Department of 
Mindanao. He saw active service all through the Spanish 
war and through the Philippine Insurrection, doing some 
lively campaigning in Batangas, and on one occasion in 
Laguna Province smashing a large force of insurgents 
with a mere handful of troopers—eleven men charging an 
attacking party of over a hundred and fifty, dismounting 
and delivering a rapid skirmish fire until the whole outfit 
was routed. Until Captain Rhodes’s arrival in Washing- 
ton from Manila, Capt. Fred W. Sladen will act as aide 
to General Bell. 

Col. J. B. Bellinger, Q.M. Department, U.S.A., has 
arrived in Washington from San Francisco to confer with 
Quartermaster General Aleshire regarding work to be 
performed by him in the Philippines. 

The following officers are detailed for duty at the en- 
campment of the militia of New York, to be held at 
Crown Point and at Plattsburg Barracks, N.Y., between 
June 27 and July 17, 1909: Capt. Frederick W. Lewis, 
29th Inf.; Capt. Romulus F. Walton, retired. Captain 
Walton .is also detailed for duty at the encampment of 
the militia of New York, to be held at Farnham July 31 
to Aug. 21, 1909. 

The President has approved the sentence of dismissal 
in the case of 2d Lieut. Louis P. Schoonmaker, 10th 
Cav., recently tried in the Philippine Islands on charges 
of giving a worthless check, making false statements in 
regard to the same and duplicating pay accounts. Lieu- 
tenant Schoonmaker was appointed to the Military 
Academy from New Jersey in 1901, and was graduated 
and appointed second lieutenant in his present regiment 
June 13, 1905. 

“First Lieut. George J. Oden, 10th U.S. Cav., who will 
sail with his regiment for New York on the Kilpatrick,” 
says the Philippine Free Press of May 8 last, “was at 
one time the jailor of Manuel Quezon, now member of the 
Assembly and at one time governor of Tayabas. Quezon 
was a political prisoner in Postigo prison, over which 
Lieutenant Oden, who was then a second lieutenant in the 
26th Infantry, had command. Assemblyman Quezon and 
Lieutenant Oden met yesterday for the first time since the 
former’s liberation and their reunion brought up many 
amusing stories of incidents which happened during the 
days of the delegate’s incarceration. Lieutenant Oden 
leaves these islands with an excellent record of quiet but 
efficient service.” 

The case of John R. Early, the supposed leper, is 
rapidly developing aspects not far removed from the 
ludicrous. Dr. L. Duncan Bulkley, of New York city, 
a noted authority on skin diseases, asserts that Barly 
has not and never had leprosy, and that he has been 
detained in prison-like seclusion in Washington, D.C., 
without any reason whatever, except the wrong diag- 
nosis of the case upon studies of the man made in 
conjunction with Dr. William H. Welch, of Johns Hop- 
kins University, and Dr. William H. Park, director 
of the research laboratories of the New York Depart- 
ment of Health. Recently Dr. Bulkley threatened to 
begin proceedings in court for Early’s release unless 
the Washington health officials released him volun- 
tarily. There is already talk of Early bringing suit 
for damages for his confinement. In our issue of Sept. 
5, 1908, we told of the problem of caring for the man, 
who was formerly a soldier in the Regular Army In the 
Philippines. The most elaborate precautions were taken 
to prevent the spread of the disease he was thought to 
be suffering from. When he received the check for his 
pension money, which was calculated on the basis of 
$72 a month, an envelope was arranged with slits so 
that Early could affix his signature without infecting 
the paper. 

Bids for furnishing the War Department a double end 
steel ferry steamer for service between New York and 
Governors Island were opened at Washington, D.C., June 








22. The Pusey and Jones Company, of Wilmington, Del., 
bid $88,846, the vessel to be equi, ped with Scotch boilers. 
On the same equipment the Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, of Quincy, Mass., bid $89,750. For furnishing 
other types of boilers the bid of the Fore River company 
was lowest. In all, nine concerns offered proposals. 

The mine planter Gen. J. M. Schofield is at Newport, 
R.1., to take part in the maneuvers there. On July 5 
the Schofield will go to Portland, Me., to participate in 
the maneuvers there. The planter Gen. Royal 
Frank is also at Newport engaged in the maneuvers. 
The Gen. E. O. C. Ord will go to New London July 15 
to be used in the maneuvers at that point. 


In the entertainment for the soldiers at Fort Sheridan, 
lll., Chaplains Rice and Snyder, who were in charge of 
the program, announced that Colonel Pitcher desired that 
the men of the post be entertained every other Tuesday 
evening with a home talent program, and invited the sol- 
diers to take part. Captain Cruikshank, acting adjutant, 
has promised the bands for the occasions. A leading fea- 
ture at the June 8 entertainment was the comical acro- 
batic sketch put on by Pvt. Edward Nicholson, Co. L, 
27th Inf.; Pvt. Paul Philipps, of the same company, and 
Ralph Navarro, the Cuban mascot, of the 15th Cavalry. 
These men performed very well. Chief Musician Savoca, 
with the 27th Infantry and 5th Artillery bands, gave six 
musical selections. The motion picture machine exhibited 
an American drama and comic pictures. 

Pvt. 'Thomas L. Chadwick, twenty-two years old, Co. G, 
Signal Corps, stationed at Fort Wood, Bedloe’s Island, 
N.Y., was held in $1,000 bail in the Tombs court, New 
York city, on June 24, on a charge of forgery. The com- 
plainant was Lieut. Shelby C. Leasure, Sig. Corps, U.S. 
A., of the defendant’s company. The story told to Mag- 
istrate Cornell was that Chadwick hired William T. Shan- 
ley. of 15 Oliver street, to take him through Chinatown 
and the Bowery. It was alleged that Chadwick in pay- 
ment gave Shanley a check for $30 on Henry Clews & 
Co., signed “Shelby C. Leasure.” The police say that 
when Shanley tried to cash the check the bank pronounced 
it a forgery.

CARTRIDGES IN THE MILLS DIVIDED POCKET. 


Attention was called last week in these columns to the 
fact that complaints had been made that it was not easy 
to extract the regulation clip of five cartridges from the 
new divided pocket cartridge belt, and it was stated that 
if the user of the belt would, after unbuttoning the pocket 
flap, push up from the bottom of the belt, the clip could 
be readily removed. 

The following cut shows the cartridge bel. and a sol- 
dier’s hand in the act of removing a clip. Pressing up- 
ward with the middle finger, the clip is raised without 
difficulty, and may then be grasped with the thumb and 
forefinger, and withdrawn entirely from the pocket. It 
is intended that the cartridges shall be securely seated 
in the pocket, so that neither clip will likely be lost after 
the other clip has been removed, even if the soldier neg- 
lects to refasten the pocket cover. But it is not expected 
that the clip can be removed by plucking at it from above 
with the ends of the fingers. A quick push up from the 
pir mevN and the grip of the pocket on the cartridges is 
released. 





Once the soldier masters this simple operation, the 
snug-fitting pocket will be found a decided improvement 
over the open pocket without division, in which two clips 
are placed at once, exposing one clip to the likelihood of 
loss after the first is removed.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Injuries sustained by the new battleship Michigan 
grounding recently off Cape Cod, Mass., during her offi- 
cial trial, will delay the delivery of the vessel to the 
Navy Department only two or three weeks. On being 
arydocked at the Philadelphia Navy Yard, it was found 
that several of her propeller blades had been slightly bent 
at the ends, and some of her bottom plates also had been 
indented a little. No rivets were loosened, nor did the 
grounding cause a leak. it is reported. The weight of the 
battleship on the sand also bent several of her bottom 
frames. These will have to be taken out and replaced. 

The gunboat Vicksburg is to make a voyage through 
the Straits of Magellan to the western Central American 
coast. She will not remain there long if conditions are 
quiet, but will proceed on her long journey around to the 
east coast for duty in West Indian waters. The ship is 
in command of Comdr. Alexander S. Halstead. 

The Atlantic Torpedo Flotilla, Lieut. Comdr. F. N. 
Freeman, including torpedoboat destroyers Worden and 
Macdonough and torpedoboats Blakely, DeLong, Shubrick, 
Wilkes, Thornton, Tingey, Stockton, Porter, Dupont and 
Biddle, arrived at the torpedo station, Newport, R.I., 
Sunday afternoon, June 20, from the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
on its way to Provincetown to engage in the summer ma- 
neuvers of the Atlantic Battleship Fleet. The flotilla 
left Hampton Roads at 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon, July 
19, and reached Newport 5:30 p.m. Sunday, having 
maintained a speed of 14 knots during the run. The 
battleships are scheduled to leave Hampton Roads July 
7 for the New England coast, and the heavy gun practice 
and drills will take place in Cape Cod bay during August. 

The U.S. trainingship Ranger arrived at Horta, Island 
of Fayal, June 20, from Boston, having left that port on 
June 7. She carries about one hundred boys and will 
make a fifteen thousand mile cruise. 


The U.S.S. St. Louis, which left Bremerton, Wash., 
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June 5, for San Francisco, will proceed to Honolulu, Sa- 
moa and other islands in the south seas. The St. Louis 
has been for about eight months undergoing extensive re- 
pairs at Bremerton. Her boilers and engines have been 
mets S88 and many repairs and alterations have been 
made. 


The Hull, Truxtun, Whipple, Paul Jones, Perry and 
Hopkins, of the Pacific Torpedo Fleet, have been ordered 
from Mare Island to Puget Scund for drills and exercises 
during the summer, proceeding from time to time to Seat- 
tle for duty in connection with the Exposition. 

A number of survivors of the crew of the old U.S.S. 
Kearsarge at the time of her fight with the Confederate 
ship Alabama, off the coast of France, on June 19, 1864, 
gathered in Waltham, Mass., June 19, 1909, to celebrate 
the forty-fifth anniversary of that encounter. Of the 
163 men who formed the crew of the Kearsarge at that 
time, there are now only thirty living so far as known. 


The Cunard line steamship Mauretania has established 
a new world’s record for passengers between New York 
and London. She arrived at Liverpool, England, June 21, 
at quarter past ten o’clock, and thus accomplished for the 
first time the feat of disembarking her passengers on 
Monday night after leaving New York on Wednesday. 
Trains were in waiting, so that the actual time between 
New York and London will be five days eight hours. The 
total run was 2,933 knets, made at an average speed of 
25.88 knots an hour. The best previous average speed was 
25.70 knots an hour. The day’s runs were 592, 606, 609. 


602 and 524 knots. The time is fifty minutes better than 
her previous record. 


The steamship George Washington, named in honor of 
the first President of the United States, and the largest 
German trans-Atlantic liner afloat, which arrived at New 
York this week, is the latest addition to the fleet of the 
North German Lloyd, and extraordinary efforts have been 
made by the company to make the new steamship in every 
way worthy of its great name. The George Washington 
will remain in port until July 1, when she starts on her 
maiden trip from New York for Plymouth, Cherbourg 
and Bremen. Five or six days will be given over to the 
public to inspect this new giant of the ocean. Cards of 
admission may be obtained of Messrs. Oelrichs & Co., the 
general agents of the North German Lloyd, at 5 Broad- 
way, Manhattan. The George Washington is the first 
great trans-Atlantic liner to be decorated in the new style 
of applied art. On the George Washington will be found 
accommodations for an additional or third class of pas- 
sengers.. This establishment of a third class was done 
by the North German Lloyd to meet the wants of those 
who find the prices charged for second-class passage too 
high, vet who do not wish to travel in the steerage. Some 
idea of the colossal proportions of the George Washington 
may be had from the following dimensions of the vessel: 
Length, 722 feet 5 inches; beam, 78 feet; depth from up- 
per saloon deck, 54 feet; depth from awning deck, 80 feet; 
speed, 18.5 knots; displacement at 33 feet draft, 37,000 
tons; gross registered tons, 27,000; horsepower, 20,000; 
cargo capacity, 13,000 tons. 


Rear Admiral Adolph Marix, U.S.N., on a special mis- 
sion to Europe, was at the Savoy Hotel, London, Eng- 
land, on June 19, with his wife, and left June 20 for 
France, Germany and Holland. As the chairman of the 
American Lighthouse Board,‘he is instructed to look into 
the working of the lighthouse service in these countries, 
especially with reference to any improved safeguards to 
coast navigation their governments have put into opera- 
tion. He has ten weeks in which to make the extensive 
rounds outlined above, and expects to return to America 
on Aug. 10. He has spent several days in examining the 
coast safety appliances used by the British Admiralty. 
Some, it is said, are superior to the American. He found 
the British gas buoys especially so. The Admiral, after 
visiting the Continent, will devote considerable further 
time to Great Britain, and will be taken up and down the 
coast in a lighthouse tender by the courtesy of officials. 


Civil Engr. George Mackay, U.S.N., retired, said at the 
unveiling of the Hackensack, N.J., monument to our 
dead soldiers and sailors, “Do you know how many places 
there are in the United States where a sailor can get a 
cordial welcome, a comfortable room, a wholesome meal 
at a reasonable price? There are only six in this great 
country.” “One of the places that welcomes him,” says 
Town Topics, “is the Seaman’s Church Institute, at No. 
1 State street; it gives him a good room and good meals 
at the Breakwater, No. 19 Atlantic avenue, Brooklyn, 
and it induces him to put his hard-earned money in bank 
at the British Consular Shipping Office. Although the 
American flag has been largely stripped from the mer- 
chant marine by Congress, there are two hundred and fifty 
thousand seamen who visit this port every year, and they 
receive here about $400,000 in wages. Of the $120,000 
deposited annually in care of the institute, over sixty per 
cent. is sent to dependent relatives, instead of being 
worse than wasted in dissipation. A free shipping agency, 
to protect the sailors from the land sharks, a post-office 
and a baggage room are added to the institute. To carry 
on this splendid work effectively $15,000 a year more is 
needed, and the Ways and Means Committee, of which 
Frank T. Warburton is treasurer, asks that fifteen thou- 
sand New Yorkers contribute one dollar each.” 


Surg. Edward R. R. Stitt, U.S.N., who has been on 
duty in Washington as the instructor in tropical medicine 
at the Naval Medical School and as a member of the ex- 
amining board, has been selected for the command of the 
naval hospital at Canacao, P.I. He will sail from San 
Francisco for Manila on the steamer leaving July 22 and 
will relieve Surg. F. W. F. Wieber, U.S.N., who will re- 
turn to the United States via the Mediterranean route 
and will take advantage of the privilege of delaying for 
three months en route, 

The G.C.M. in the case of Asst. Civil Engr. R. F. 
Smith, U.S.N., which has been in progress during the past 
ten days at the navy yard, New York, has been con- 
cluded. The charges grew out of the alleged failure of 
Mr. Smith to pay a publisher for a number of books he 
had received. The court consisted of Capt. Aaron Ward, 
Civil Engr. Luther E. Gregory, Civil Engr. L. F. Bellin- 
ger, Comdr. W. Braunersreuther, Lieut. Comdr. Thomas 
I’.

The Healy Tibbetts Construction Company of San 
Francisco was the lowest of eight bidders for the con- 
struction of timber dikes at the navy yard, Mare Island, 
California. Its bid was $52,840. 

The Coastwise Dredging Company of Norfolk, Va.. sub- 
mitted the lowest proposal, at $19,230, for certain dredg- 
ing- and wharf works at the Norfolk Navy Yard. This in- 
cludes dredging opposite the entrance to the fitting-out 
basin. the removal of various shoals in the southern 
branch of the Elizabeth River in front of the navy yard, 
the filling in of certain marshes at St. Helena, the. re- 
moval of portions of the wharves leading to the receiving- 
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ships Franklin and Richmond and the construction of four 
timber approach wharves. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Winthrop has sent the 
following complimentary letter to Capt. John C. Fre- 
mont, U.S.N., commanding the battleship Mississippi: 
“The Department is in receipt of a report of an in- 
spection on the Mississippi, under your command, made 
by Rear Admiral C. H. Arnold, commanding the Spe- 
cial Service Squadron, on March 26 and 27, 1909, and 
is pleased to note therein the following remarks: “This 
ship has always been ready for any duty she has been 
called upon to perform. I have never yet seen in any 
service a cleaner or better kept ship. She has always 
been handled excellently. If it is possible to regard 
modern ships that are so cut up that the crews cannot 
act as a unit as smart ships, then this ship is entitled 
to that designation. At all her drills and evolutions 
absolute silence was maintained.’ The Department de- 
sires to commend your performance of duty in com- 
mand of this vessel, which has resulted in this most 
creditable showing.”

ARMY POLO. 


The Fort Riley Mess has extended a hearty invitation 
to polo teams to attend a tournament to be held at Fort 
Riley July 5 to 10, inclusive, in a circular letter signed 
by Capt. N. K. Averill, 7th Cav., polo representative. 
The letter has been sent to all Army teams and to all 
teams of the Middle West from Chicago to New Orleans 
and from St. Louis to Denver. Polo is becoming one of 
the great games of the Army, and it is hoped that this 
tournament will be only the first of a series that will be 
annual events of growing importance, to start the first 
Monday in July of each year. At present there are three 
teams at Fort Riley, those of the 7th Cavalry, 6th Field 
Artillery and Mounted Service School. The team from 
the neighboring town of Junction City will insure at least 
four to play in the first tournament.

5. New series of Fleet General, Special and Court-Martial 
— and Fleet Circular Letters will begin this date. 

6. All Fleet General and Special Orders issued previous 
to this date are either included in these regulations or can- 
celled. The matter contained in the Fleet Circular Letters, 
being in general the publication of information or instruc- 
tions from the several bureaus of the Navy Department, con- 
tinues in force, except where it is contradictory to these 
en, or where its weight has lapsed with the passage 
of time.

Seattle, Wash., June 14, 1909.

May Secure Farms in the Flathead Indian 
Reservation. 


The announcement of the opening of 
the Flathead and other Indian Reservations 
has been made by proclamation of Presi- 
dent Taft, where the Government, follow- 


ing the lottery plan, will throw open 
thousands of farms for settlement. 

The Flathead country, on the Pacific 
slope region of western Montana, near the 
Washington state line, is regarded as one 
of the richest of the few remaining Indian 
Reservations to be opened. 

Under the statutes, honorably discharged 
soldiers of the Civil, Spanish and Philippine 
wars and widows of such soldiers and 








sailors have the privilege of filiag upon 
Government lands by appointing an agent 
to act for them. This privilege is ex- 
tended to them by the Government at the 
land drawings, where they are permitted 
to register for a 160-acre farm by means of 
an agent. 

Mr. D. T. Keating has made arrange- 
ments whereby he can secure a limited 
number of agents to register soldiers for 
the Flathead land drawing, and is now 
receiving applications by mail at his office 
in the Board of Trade Bldg , Columbus,

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COAST ARTILLERY EXERCISES, NEW YORK. 

Officers and men of the 8th, 9th and 13th Regiments of 
Coast Artillery, N.G.N.Y., concluded ten days of strenuous 
service in coast defense exercises on June 19 at Forts Wads- 
worth, Hamilton, Totten and Schuyler, and on the whole it 
was a much more progressive tour than last year. The 9th 
Regiment, on duty at Fort Wadsworth, had the best record 
The 8th, divided be- 
tween Forts Totten and Schuyler, was a close second, with the 
of eighty-seven. The 13th, on duty at 
Fort Hamilton, had only 72.02 per cent. of 
793 present and 308 absent. In the latter organization there 
seemed to be a spirit of dissatisfaction, because the command 
were not considered experienced artillerymen and at once al- 
lowed to use Service charges. The discipline, too, was not 
what it should be. The command has performed three suc- 
cessive tours of duty at Fort Hamilton, and it is said would 
prefer to go to Fisher’s or Plum Island for a change, and 
where actual Service charges can be fired. The plan of 
changing the post of an organization occasionally seems well 
worthy of consideration. In the 8th and 9th Regiments the 
men were held in proper control, right, from the start, and 
there was no noisy demonstrations after taps, 

The substitution of sub-caliber practice in place of firing 
blank ammunition praved a wise move, as the work was more 
interesting and eliminated the danger of accident in loading 
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with black powder. As the officers and men progressed in 
their duties the battery drills and sub-caliber practice at 
each post the latter part of the tour was performed by the 
National Guardsmen without the assistance of the Regulars, 
the responsibility being left wholly to the captains of the sev- 
eral companies. The 6th, 8th and 9th Companies of the 13th 
Regiment so progressed in their duttes that they were taken 
to Fort Hancock, N.J., for target firing with Service charges. 
When camp was broken, on June 19, the 1st and 5th Com- 
panies, commanded by Capt. Frank Dean and Acting Capt. 
Harry L. Hillman, remained behind for sub-caliber practice 
at the mortar, which they could not get opportunity to use 
previously. 

That the different organizations were kept busy can be seen 
by the following sample of daily camp routine: Reveille, 5:45 
a.m.; march, 5:55 to 6 a.m.; assembly, 6 a.m.; athletics and 
calisthenics, ete., fifteen minutes after reveille roll-call; mess 
call (breakfast), 6:30 a.m.; sick call, 7 a.m.; fatigue call, 
7 a.m.; artillery drill, militia, 8:30 a.m.; recall, 10 a.m.; 
artillery drill, Regulars, 10:55 a.m.; recall, 11:30 a.m.; 
guard mounting, militia, 11:25 a.m.; adjutant’s call on signal; 
recall from fatigue, 11:30 a.m.; first sergeants’ call, 11:45 
a.m.; mess call (dinner), 12 m.; officers’ call, 12 m.; fatigue 
call, 1 p.m.; guard mounting Regulars, 1:40 p.m.; adjutant’s 
call on signal; artillery drill, militia, 2:15 p.m.; recall, 
4 p.m.; caring for artillery material and policing’ batteries 
and their environments immediately after recall from this drill, 
to last until work is completed; recall from fatigue, 5 p.m.; 
mess call (supper), 5:30 p.m.; parade, militia, 6 p.m.; adju- 
tant’s call, on signal; retreat, for Regulars and militia, when 
no evening parade, 6 p.m.; tattoo, 9:30 p.m.; call to quar- 
ters, 10:45 p.m.; taps, 11 p.m. 

In addition to the above there were some night drills and 
call to arms, in which a supposed invading fleet was sunk. 
Ofiicers and men of the 8th and 9th Regiments express them- 
selves as very much pleased at their tour of duty, and both 
these commands were congratulated by Col. A. Todd, com- 
manding at Fort Totten, and by Major William G. Haan, 
who had charge of the instruction at Fort Wadsworth, for 
the successful work they accomplished, and the willingness 
they displayed in the performance in their duties and their 
general behavior. 

The 9th Regiment, Col. W. F. Morris, had a total of 653 
present; absent, 72; aggregate, 715; percentage present, 90. 
The 8th Regiment, Col. E. F. Austin, had 516 present; 76 
absent; aggregate, 592; percentage present, 87. The 13th 
Regiment, Col. C. O. Davis, had 793 present; 308 absent; 
gate, 1,101; percentage present, 72.02. 

General David E. Austen, Chief of Coast Artillery, N.G. 
N.Y., visited the several posts to observe the work, using 
the steamer Neptune. General Austen was assisted in inspec- 
tion work by the following members of his staff: Lieut. Col. 
Washington Irving Taylor, Major W. H. Roberts, Major Azel 
Ames, engineering officers, and Major Thomas R. Fleming, as- 
sistant adjutant general. 

Officers of the National Guard for the most part praise the 
treatment they received from the Regular officers and men. 
They declare that the association with the Regulars was the 
best possible training they could have. With the single ex- 
ception of firing, the experience was the same as if actual 
warfare Was going on. 

Gen. David E. Austen, Chief of Coast Artillery, N.G.N.Y., 
is of opinion that to maintain the interest of the National 
Guardsmen in coast defense work it will be necessary to ar- 
range that they alternate in going to some post, like Fisher's 
or Plum Island, where actual firing may be had, and without 
danger to passing craft. He is also strongly in favor of 
having a National Guard barracks erected at the several posts 
in New York harbor, where any National Guardsmen in the 
Coast Artillery that voluntarily desired to perform work with 
Regulars over Saturday and Sunday could find shelter. There 
are many men of the National Guard who would be interested 
by such a scheme, and it should be arranged to provide sub- 
sistence for such men. This voluntary instruction of men 
at the batteries they would man in case of war would be 
very valuable, and in time the scheme would grow in im- 
portance. Major General Wood, U.S.A., who realizes the limi- 
tations of National Guardsmen in performing military duty, is, 
we believe, also in favor of the plan proposed by General 
Austen, of providing a National Guard barracks at posts in 
the harbor.

Major Mueller, commissary of subsistence, Ist Brigade, of 
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Pennsylvania, will have a final session of his cooking school 
on the afternoon of June 26, at ‘‘The Place,’’ the use of 
which is tendered by Major Hatfield. The session will be 
held rain or shine and will embrace the cooking and care of 
the ration. The regular field cooking outfit will be used, the 
method of packing illustrated and menus suggested, together 
with details of camp kitchen management. The regimental 
and troop commissaries, and all having to do with the com- 
missariat are to be present, including the cooks from all the 
companies, bands, hospital corps, etc. ‘‘The Major,’’ says 
the Philadelphia Inquirer, ‘‘is endeavoring to arrange a camp 
exchange for the entire brigade.

(discharged for convenience); July 18, 1905, to July 18, 
1908; July 22, 1908—. Answer: Under Section 90, G.O. 
169, W.D., 1907, you are entitled to two stripes. 

J. A. G@. asks: Under what order are enlisted men now 
serving in the Army, who were discharged under G.O. 40, 
1898, entitled to a Congressional medal? Answer: Under 
G.O. 125, 1906, W.D., in eonformity with an Act of Con- 
gress approved June 29, 1906, authorizing the Secretary of 
‘War ‘‘to procure a bronze medal, with suitable device, to be 
presented to each of the several officers and enlisted men and 
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families of such as may be dead, who, having volunteered 
and enlisted under the calls of the President for the war 
with Spain, served beyond the term of their enlistment to 
help to suppress the Philippine insurrection and who sub- 
sequently received an honorable discharge from the Army of 
the United States, or who died prior to such discharge. 

ENLISTED MAN, 8TH INFANTRY.—See answer to J. 
A. G. We cannot tell from your statement whether you are 
entitled to a Congressional medal. It depends upon the rec- 
ords of the Adjutant General’s office, which alone can decide. 
Apply there. 

OWENS asks: Whereabouts of Arthur S. Owens; enlisted 
March 27, 1905, assigned to Co. E, 24th Inf., and supposed 
to have been transferred to the 25th Infantry during the 
Brownsville trouble. Answer: Information as to enlisted men 
of the Army can only be obtained by ‘application to the office 
of the Adjutant General at Washington, D.C., the questioner 
being required to give reasons for inquiry. The 25th In- 
fantry is now stationed at Manila, and will sail Sept. 15 next 
for the U.S., headquarters and one battalion to be stationed 
at Fort Lawton, Wash., and two battalions at Fort George 
Wright, Wash. 

H. F. M.—As to service of A.C.M., apply to the Adjutant 
General’s office, Washington, D.C., giving your reasons for 
inquiry. 

M. L. P.—yYour actual service in, not traveling to and 
from, the Philippines in 1899 and 1902 counts double toward 
retirement. See A.R. 133. 

E. G. asks: A man enlisted in the U.S. Navy fifteen years 
ago; he served one year and four months, then deserted. If 
he were to return to the U.S. Navy would he be allowed to 
serve the remainder of his enlistment, or would he be court- 
martialed? Answer: By virtue of the statute of limitations, 
you having been in this country for two years after the ex- 
piration of your enlistment period and not apprehended in 
that time, you are not now subject to trial. But as the fact 
remains that you did desert, you are not eligible to re-enlist- 
ment, as the Navy Regulations forbid the re-enlistment of a 
deserter. 

G. O. G.—You are No. 1 on list for appointment as fire- 
man, C.A.C. 

J. R. C.—You are next to the last on eligible list for ap- 
pointment as sergeant major, junior grade. 

CAVALRYMAN.—G.O. 129, W.D., 1908, gives full infor- 
mation regarding the Philippine campaign badge. There is 
only one kind of badge for the various campaigns in the 
Islands. For your service in Mindanao, May to June, 1902, 
and in the Moro campaign, April, 1902, to October, 1903, 
you are entitled to the Philippine badge. Apply for same 
through your C.O. 

P. J. K.—tThe proviso of the Act of Aug. 5, 1882, for 
which you inquire, is probably this one: _ ‘That whenever, on 
an inquiry had pursuant to law, concerning the fitness of an 
officer of the Navy for promotion, it shall appear that such 
officer is unfit to perform at sea the duties of the place to 
which it is proposed to promote him, by reason of drunken- 
ness, or from any cause arising from his own misconduct and 
having been informed of and heard upon the charges against 
him, he shall not be placed upon the retired list of the Navy, 
and if the finding of the board be approved hy the President, 


he shall be discharged with not more than one year’s pay.’’ 
(Vol. 22, page 286, U.S. Stat. at Large.) 

RETIRED SOLDIER.—The six months’ pay death benefit 
does not apply to retired men; neither does the Government 
assume the expense of burial of retired men. General Wood 
in January last called attention of the War Department to 
the fact that the lack of regulations to provide for a military 
escort for funerals of retired men tended to bring discredit 
on the Service. J.A. General Davis, in an opinion, sug- 
gested that the national cemetery near New York be re- 
garded as a part of any military post in the vicinity, thus 
allowing commanding officers properly to furnish firing parties 
and escorts for funerals of retifed soldiers, and the expense 
to be charged to the appropriation for transportation of the 
Army. 

U.S.S. W. VA.—If you have had service which, according 
to S.O. 81, Navy Dept., 1908, entitles you to a badge, you 
should now have it. One year is indeed a long time to wait. 
Apply again through the channel. 

T. F. M.—For a work on smokeless powder we refer you 
to ‘*Bernadou’s Smokeless Powder, Nitro-cellulose, and the 
Theory of the Cellulose Molecule,’’ a 12mo volume, pub- 
lished by John Wiley and Sons, New York, at $2.50. 

READER asks: At what date should a man enlist, not 
wishing to serve more than the required two years, before 
competing for a commission? Does service at the U.S.M.A. 
count in the above case? Answer: An enlisted man who 
desires to appear for examination will submit an application 
through the channel so as to reach the department commander 
on or before Feb. 1 of the year in which he desires to take 
the examination, and on Sept. 1 following his application 
he must have had two years’ service as an enlisted man. It 
you enlist this summer you will be eligible for examination 
in 1911, provided you are under thirty years of age Sept. 1, 
1911, and fulfil the other requirements of Pars. 28, etc.,. 
A.R. 

GC. D. J. asks: Would a private who, at the expiration of his 
first enlistment in the Mariue Corps, should re-enlist in an 
Army band inside of the required period, receive the three 
months’ bonus, and what would be the rate of the same? 
Answer: Under a decision by the Comptroller he would re- 
ceive the bonus. The conditions are alike in the Army and the 
Marine Corps, interchangeably. 

M. R. S.—As you are in the tenth month of your second 
enlistment, you have the necessary one year to your credit to 
enable you to apply for discharge, either by purchase, or by 
favor on account of death of a parent. 

L. R. H.—yYou are on the list of passed candidates for 
sergeant, H.C., and the chief surgeon of the Department of 
the Gulf has been informed of the fact. 

A. E, S.—The reports of examination for sergeant, H.C, in 
the Department of Texas have not yet been received at the 
office of the Surgeon General. 

R. B. asks: (1) Will those sergeants that have been noti- 
fied through the Adjutant General that they have passed the 
examination for post commissary sergeant, but have not made 
marks high enough to be placed on the first list of twenty- 
five be required to pass another examination, or will their 
names be retained for the second list? (2) How many ser- 
geants have passed the examination for this position includ- 
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ing the first twenty-five? Answer: (1) They will have to take 
another examination. (2) Ten or twelve.

MANILA NOTES. 


Manila, P.I., May 18, 1909. 

On Saturday morning last, May 15, at noon, the Kil- 
patrick started for Mariveles, having on board the two squad- 
rons of the 10th Cavalry from Fort William McKinley. The 
1st Squadron, 10th Cav., that has been at Camp Wallace, 
Union, commanded by Major Charles H. Grierson, was col- 
lected by the transport Liscum, which sailed direct to Mari- 
veles to meet the Kilpatrick. Lieut. Col. George H. G. Gale 
is in command of the 10th until the first port in Europe is 
reached, when Colonel Gale, who has been granted a leave 
for two months, with his daughter, Miss Gale, will travel 
through the ‘‘old world’’ before rejoining his regiment at 
Fort Ethan Allen, Vt. Command will be assumed by Major 
Robert D. Read. Lieut. Albert E. Philipps, 10th Cav., is in 
command of the machine-gun platoon and joined the regiment 
from Liscum at Mariveles. He deserves special mention for 
the high proficiency to which he has brought the platoon, 
gaining the handsome silver cup for machine-gun platoons 
at the last department athletic meet. 

The Kilpatrick goes on its long trip under Capt. George 
Rogers, who brought the ship out. Capt. Dean Tilford is 
quartermaster; Capt. William W. Reno, Med. Corps, is 
medical officer. He relieved Capt. Charles A. Regan, who 
was the doctor on the trip coming this way, and will remain 
in the islands. Captain Reno has completed a successful de- 
tail at the dispensary at Fort Santiago. He is considered an 
expert on tropical diseases. Mrs. Reno accompanied her hus- 
band on the Kilpatrick. Mrs. Jacob Arnold Augur, widow 
of Colonel Augur, and Miss Carrie Augur were passengers 
on the Kilpatrick, accompanying the remains of Colonel 
Augur. Mrs. Eugene P. Jervey, jr., widow of Captain Jervey, 
10th Cav., is also on the Kilpatrick, with the remains of her 
husband. Captain Jervey was beloved not only by his regi- 
ment, but by all who had the pleasure of his acquaintance. 

On Saturday, May 15, at five a.m., all the troops of the 
10th Cavalry stationed at Fort William McKinley boarded 
ecascoes, which took them to Manila, where they went on 
board the Kilpatrick. Contrary to the usual custom of em- 
barking, with band playing and colors flying, the regiment 
embarked with no sign of merriment, for they escort the re- 
mains of their beloved Colonel, whose sudden death on April 
18 sadly changed the long journey home, which had been 
planned with many bright ideas for entertainment on ship- 
board. 

The Kilpatrick carried the bodies of sixty-two men, chiefly 
of the Army and arine Corps, who have died in service 
here at various times and were disinterred for this shipment 
by the U.S. burial corps at the Army morgue, Manila. This 
burial corps and the morgue are under charge of Capt. 
Robert H. C. Kelton, Q.M., as pertains to property accounta- 
bility, but practically under the able management of Mr. F. S. 
Crogan, as embalmer, and Mr. John Fuldner. Mr. Crogan 
came from Lee’s undertaking establishment at Washington, 
D.C., to Manila in 1901, and has done excellent work. Mr. 
Fuldner came to Manila from Cuba in the early days of the 
Army, and has had charge of the burial corps ever since. 
There is not a better equipped or better maintained morgue 
in the U.S. Army than this one at Manila. 

Capt. Carl F. Stone, Phil. Scouts, who has been a competi- 
tor at the division pistol and rifle competition at Fort Mc- 
Kinley, with Mrs. Stone and baby, is at the Hotel Bay 
View. His station is Atimonan, Tayabas. While a captain 
in the 36th U.S. Volunteers, together with Capt. Harry A. 
Hegeman, now 18th Infantry, he recovered an engine from 
a wrecked train, north of Tarlac. With the engineering skill 
of these two officers an engine with a number of cars and 8 
stretch of track was speedily repaired, and a regiment under 
the supervision of Captains Stone and Hegeman enabled Gen- 
eral McArthur to push rapidly forward and reclaim many 
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miles of track and rolling stock before damage could be 
done. Capt. and Mrs. Stone will return to Antimonan on 
May 19.
